Successfal Experiment Tried on the Bruised 
Arm of a Boy. 

Nzew Ton, Jan. 2.—-[Special.|—The opera- 
tion of grafting the skin of a dog to a human 
arm has been successfully tried by Dr. Silas 
C. Blaisdell of Williamsburg in the case of 
Luigi Ottoluzzi, an Italian boy 14 years old 
who has been in the Eastern Dis- 
trict Hospital, Williamsburg, for more 
than two months. Ottoluzzi was employed in 
a candy factory in Williamsburg, and in the 
early ‘part of November his left arm was 
caught in a sugar roller and the skin torn off 
from the shoulder to the elbow. He was 
taken to the Eastern District Hospital, where 
unsuccessful efforts were made to replace the 
cuticle on the arm, Dr. Blaisdell decided to 
try skin grafting, and four weeks ago he ob- 
tained a hairless Japanese dog from Albert 
Johnson of Williamsburg. When the.wife of 
Johnson learned that the skin was going to be 
taken from the dog she secured possession 
again of the animal and refused to part with 
it in the interest of science. Dr. Blaisdell 
looked ‘around for another hair- 
less „ and he. secured one two 
weeks ago. Monday last he tried to graft 
the skin of a frog to Ottoluzzi’s arm, but it 
refused to adhere. Then he began with the 
skin of the dog. The skin was subjected to 
antiseptic treatment. Dr. Blaisdell concluded 
to place twelve clippings of frog skin to the 
boy’s arm, along with twenty clip- 
pings of human skin and twenty- 
eight of dog skin. Of these none 
of the frog skin adhered, but eight of the hu- 
man fragments and twenty-one of the dog's. 
Since then more than 300 fragments of skin 
have been taken from the dog and nearly one- 
third the length of Ottoluzzi’s arm has healed 
up. Dr. Biaisdeli said last night that he had 
no doubt that the boy’s arm would be entirely 
healed in a month more.

ANCHORED UNDER THKOGO’S NECK. 


The Monitor Miantonomoh Delayed by Bad 
Weather— Drilling the Men, 

New York, Jan. 2.—[Special.}|—The United 
States monitor Miantonomoh, which left its 
moorings at the navyyard Friday afternoon 
and steamed up the East River through Heil 
Gate, came to anchor under Throgg’s Neck at 
6o0’clock. The steam-steering engine not be- 
ing ready for use the ship was steered by hand, 
and it was found difficult to manage. It 
answered the helm badly, and when straining 
against a head wind was hard to check. On 
this account it was considered advisable to 
come to anchor at dark, as there arp several 
narrow places between hrogg's Neck and the 
sound. No accident happened during the run 
and everything worked as smoothly as could 
be expected. The engines were dfiven at a 
moderate rate of . making about thirty- 
five revolutions @ minute, and all worked well 
except the air pump, which is not at all satis- 
factory and should be replaced by a new one. 


TO UNDERGO SOME ALTERATIONS, 


The Dynamite Pneumatic Battery Cruiser 
Vesuvius Arrives at the Navy Yard. 

Nuw Yor, Jan. 2.—[Special.]—The dyna- 
mite pneumatic battery cruiser Vesuvius 
arrived this afternoon at the New York Navy 
Yard from Norfolk to undergo some altera- 
tions whieh will, it is said, materially increase 
its present destructive capacity. Its three 
dynamite-throwing guns will be reinforced, it 
is understood, by the addition of torpedo 
appliances.

EARLE DIES OF HYDROPHOBIA, 


He Had Been Pronounced Cured Under the 
Pasteur Treatment. 

New, Tonk, Jan. 2.—[Special.]—Joseph 
Earle, a farmer, died at his home in Monroe, 
ten miles above Tuxedo, this morning of 
hydrophobia. After being bitten Earle pro- 
ceeded to New: York and placed himself under 
the Pasteur treatment at Dr. Paul Gibier’s 
Institute. After receiving treatment for fif- 
teen days he was discharged as cured. Earle 
returned home and resumed his occupation. His 
bodily health remained good, but he would often 
talk to his triends about the danger of hydro- 
phobia and evinced a fear that the Pasteur 
treatment might fail, As weeks elapsed and 
his health remained good he gradually ceesed 
to worry, and the occurrence was almost for- 
gotten until last Thursday, when Earle was 
seized with violent pains in his arm and back. 
The pains continued in severity and he took 
to his bed, from which he never arose, a8 con- 
vulsions soon set in and he died.

The Lieutenant Writes of the Battle in the 
; Chaparral and Speaks Proudly of the 
Bravery of ‘His Troopers—One of the 
Cavalrymen Was Killed and Two Others 
Weunded-—The Mexican Government Is 
Willing ta Pay a Large Reward for the 
Outlaw's Head. 

Wasuixarox, B. C., Jan. 2.—[Special.]— 
The official report of Capt. John G. Bourke, 
Third Cavalry, giving the full particulars of 
the fight between his command and Garza’s 
band in the valley of Retamal, near LaGuilla, 
Dec, A, was received at the War Department 
teday. Itw a highly interesting document, 
showing a number of heroic acts on the part 
of our soldiers, and many other particulars 
not hitherto made public. 

Capt. Bourke states that he was first made 
adquainted with the whereabouts of Garza and

: os, whd gained the informa- 
tion by palming himself off on the 
way up from Edinburg as a bearer 
of seeret dispatches to the revolutionist, 
Garza. The scheme worked admirably. Mar- 
shal Barnados soon learned at La Guilla that 
the band was to assemble Dec, 21 in the chap- 


arral north of the main road and not far from 


La Guilla. Although unknown to Capt. 
Bourke, Marshal Barnados seemed so intelli- 
gent and truthful in his story that Capt. 
Bourke at once a¢cepted it and made prepara- 
tons to start forthe place of encampment 
with every available man as soon as sundown 
should cloud the movement. 

At 5:45 p. m. the detachment started, with 
Capt. Bourke in command. It comprised

uel Heling and Gustav Gibb of Troop O,

Under the circumstances it would not be 
prudent to leave my transportation inside the 
town with a small guard, liable to attack to 
effect the rescue of prisoners; consequently, whet 
I started out this time the wagons followed. The 
heaviest wagon went back to — 2 the lighter 
vehicles kept behind us. We struck straight 4 
tor the Retamal, hoping to catch up with some 
stragglers When we arrived there without un- 
saddling I threw out two small reconnoitering 
parties on the tight and left flanks to circle 
through the brush with the one commanded b 
Corporal C. Edstrom, consisting of himself an 
two or three othetf men. 

They ran in upon the enemy in force and were 
at once almost surrounded, but kept the attack- 
ing party at bay until our main party came up. 
We had to chargé across a soft, muddy open flat 
exposed to the enemies“ fire from Winchester car- 
binas, but the meu could not be restrained, and in 
thetface of three or four te one made a gallant 
rush for the outlaw band, headed by Sergts. Ihi- 
ing and Gibb and Corporal Honeyman, The in- 
fantry men, with their long guns, did capital 
work, and the revolationiste were in another min- 
ute’ scampering for the brush. We could not 
pursue, hampered as we were with wag- 
ons; prisoners, and our own wounded, 
with no pack train and no guide 
except the one impressed for that particular 

lade. We lost one man killed, Corporal Charles 
Sdstrom, Troop C. Third Cavalry, a most excel- 
lent soldier, shot twice through the head and 
ones through the leg. Second-Lieut. Charles 
Hayes, Eighteenth r was aliguely wounded 
by A glancing bullet, and Private David Lloyd, 
Troop C, Third Cavalry, was grazed by a bullet in 
the kneecap. Our men and officers were all dressed 
in complete uniform and were plainly seen by the 
outlaws, among whom, I was told, were three of 
the train-wreckers of the Texas-Mexican railroad 
last spring.

Deputy Marshals Barnados, Perez, 
and Betts were noticeably gallant and efficient.

Company E, Eightheenth Infantry, did exceilent 
work, and so did Trumpeters Bannel and Murphy 
and Privates Frantner, Quill, Felzer, and John-: 
son of C Troop, Third Cavalry. The same remarks 
fairly belong to every man on that line, 

After the fight we returned to the post, there 
being no way of finding the trail in that heavy 
thicket, We captured ten or twelve horses be- 
longing to the bandits, but they stampeded 
through the cactus on the eae The capture 
and destruction of these bands of outlaws will be 
an easy matter the moment proper facilities are 
pepelied, but until then nothing can be done 
worth mentioning. Wen one good pack train 
in this valley, a restoration of the telegraph line 
to Laredo, authority to employ a larger force of 
guides and trailers, and then we can keep after 
them until the last one is lodged in jail or sbot in 
the brush. 

The Rio Grande Valley is practically unanimous 
in support of Garza, whose followers buy all the 
amminition and all other necessaries. They are 
well ‘equipped, as the few th } we captured 
show, They have 120 and 150 Winchester cart- 
rid to the man, and their saddie-bags are 
load&d with coffee, sugar, fresh beef, and wheat 
biscuits made with baking powder. 


REWARD FOR GARZA’S HEAD. 


The Mexican Government Will Pay $300,- 
000 for the Death of the Outlaw. 

Larzpvo, Tex., Jan. 2.—The Mexican Gov- 
ernnient has offered a reward of $300,000 for 
Garza’s head, but they will hardly get him. 
So far the Mexicans have killed over 100 
men on suspicion of being revolutionists, and 
this has tended to drive other poor ranchers to 
join the revolt. At Pueblo the populace re- 
volte and every priest has been placed in jail. 

A personal letter received here from an offi- 
cial high in the esteem of the Diaz govern- 
ment in the City of Mexico throws new light

He had plenty of men 
well armed and well mounted. All the people 
on both sides of the river are in sympathy 
with him and it is impossible to get any as- 
sistance looking toward his capture. 
Sheriff on the border could be found to serve 
a warrant on Garza, and when at one time he 
surrendered to a Sheriff the Sheriff refused to 
arrest him. 

It is said that the clerical party is behind 
Garza, furnishing him with money, and that 
as soon as he enlists 5,000 men they will fur- 
nish him millions to carry on his campaign. 
Neither Garza nor the main part of his follow- 
ers are on this side of the river. They have 
crossed into the State of Tamaulipas and are 
now in the mountains. 


REINFORCEMENTS FOR HARDIE 


Two Troops and Pack Mules Sent to His 
Aid—Gen. Garcia Alive. 

Largpo, Tex., Jan. 2.—The arrival this 
evening of two additional cavalry companies 
to take the fleld against Garza aroused new 
interest. The same special train which 
brought these troops had several car- 
loads of pack mules said to have been sent by 
the government from a military post in 
Wyoming. The Quartermaster’s Department 
at Fort McIntosh has contracted for a large 
number of Mexican ox arts to transport 
quartermaster and commissary stores to the 
troops which are being taken down the 
river. 

A rumor, which is.discredited, reached the 
city this evening that Josie Sanchez, a brother 
of ex-Chief Darro Sanchez, who accompanied 
Capt. Hardie as a guide, kad been killed in a 
skirmish with Garza’s men yesterday. There 
are other rumors to the effect that State 
troops had a fight with Garza’s men, in which 
several were killed on both sides. Inquiry 
today at Mexican military headquarters failed 
to elicit anything in the way of confirmation. 
The Mexican authorities declare that every- 
thing is quiet on that side of the river. New 
Laredo has a telegraph line down the river to 
Matamoras, ‘ 

There was absolutely no foundation for the 
report that Gen. Garcia, commandi the 
Mexican troops at Mier, had been killed, nor 
was there any truth in the dispatches from 
here stating that three prisoners had been shot 
in New. Laredo this week. Some- surprise has 
been expressed at the large numbers of strange 
Mexicans who have arrived on the streets of 


Laredo in the last twenty-four hours, and the 


impression obtained that they were a portion 
of Garza’s men who had been dispersed by 
33 Hardie. 

ust two days before Garza crossed the last 
time irto Mexico Senator Atlee and Albert 
Urbahn met a couple of Mexican gentlemen 
in an ambulance driving along a by-road in 
Encinal County, who stated they were en route 
from Brownsville to Houston, Tex., but from 
the description they gave of one of them he 
was undoubtedly no other person than the 
notorious Catarina Garza, and this appearance

While no active move has been made by

THE ALEXANDER STORE. 


Strong Evidence Said to Have Been Secured 
Against Two'of the Men—One Is Said to 
Have Confessed—Still Another Arrest to 
Be Made—Given Isolated at the Harri- 
son Street Station—Only the Watchman’s 


Timely Arrival Prevented a Digastrous | 


Fire and Probable Loss of Life. 


Fire Marshal Conway, the police, and the 
fire underwritérs are hot on the track of the 
conspirators whose diabolical attempt to burn 
the building at No, 210 State street Friday 
night came so near proving successful, Five 
men are under arrest. A partial confession 
has been secured from two. Another one of 
the prisoners has been positively identified as 
having been seen running from the building 
at the time tne discovery of an attempt at 
arson was made. Today another arrest 
probably will be made. The prospective pris- 
oner is the man who brought to the building 
the excelsior, which was afterwards saturated 
with kerosene and left in the store. 

The partial confessions which were made 
yesterday led the police and Fire Inspector to 
the belief that they had a clear case, and so 
confident are they of this that théy are ex- 
tremely anxious to have every one of the mien 
they suspect of having had a hand in the affair 
behind the bars. This is the sole sim just 
smi gaa evidence, they say, is nearly all at 

d. 


Who the Men Uuder Arrest Are. 

The prisoners are Max Alexander, the 
proprietor of the shoe store in the 
building; I. S. Given, brother-in-law of Alex- 
ander and manager of the store; Charles Ben- 
ton, managerof the West Side store at No. 485 
West Madison street; G. W. Clayton, a clerk 
for Alexander, who lives at No. 380 Wabash ar- 
enue; William Harris, another clerk, who 
lives at No, 348 West Madison street; and Ja- 
cob Turner, the negro porter. 

The last-named was not detained long. He 
made a statement to the police to the effect 
that he had been warned of a probable fire, 
and after giving the details—he did not know 
a great deal—was released. But his state- 
ments were sufficient to lead the fire inspec- 
tor to swear out warrants for all the other 
prisoners, and one for a man who is yet to be 
arres 

The proprietor of the place was arrested 
Friday night at his store, but as he pleaded 
illness and a physician explained that it would 
be dangerous for him to leave home he was 
allowed to remain in bed and an officer placed 
on guard. The other prisoners with the ex- 
ception of Given were locked up at the Central 
Station. Given was taken to the Harrison 
Street Station for the purpose, the police said, 
of isolating him. 


The Alleged Evidence Against Given. 


„Given is the man who was seen running 
away from the „ said Fire Inspector 
Conway yesterday. He was positively iden- 
tified today. Thereis no mistake about it. 
I heard enough today to justify me in swear- 
ing out warrants for the arrest of all the men 
in the hands of the police. Given says 
locked up the store at 1 o’clock Friday after- 
noon. Hesayshe went home and did not 
leave the house till the police came 
there that night. He hvesin the northwestern 
part of the éity. Shortly after the evidence 
of attempted arson was discove he was 
seen riding home on a Milwaukee avenue car. 
The man who saw him knows him and has 
positively identified him also. We know the 
man who furnished the excelsior. He was one 
of the conspirators. We willhave him today.” 

The plot to burn the State street building 
was probably the most diabolical ever made 
in Chicago. Firemen say that if the fire had 
ever started it would have been impossible to 
stop it until it had swept away five buildings. 
Many lives and property amounti to hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars would have been 
deliberately sacrificed. If the night watoh- 
man had delayed five minutes at least 
fivé people who were sleepmg in 
the building would have been endangered, 
The plans were so laid that escape would have 
bebn impossible. The only means of escape 
was by a narrow stairway in frontand a 
freight elevator in the rear, and both these 
would have been a roaring furnace of flame 
ten mninutes after the fire began. 


Diabolical Plans of the Firebugs. 


Every conceivable scheme for causing the 
total destruction of the buildmg and its con- 
tents was taken by the auther of the crime. 
In the basement excelsior, pasteboard boxes, 
rubbish, and rubber shoes were piled up alinost 
to the ceiling, immediately under a register 
which opened into the store floor. Ihe entire 
pile was soaked with kerosone. Upon this 
register in the store there were piled several 
hundred boxes of shoes and rubber footwear. 
At the foot of the pile of excelsior A six-inch 
tallow candle was found burning by the 
watchman. Had been five minutes 
later the candle would have burned down to 
the oil-soaked excelsior with which it was sur- 
rounded. Connected with this pile by trains 
of oil-soaked excelsior were other similar 

iles in the basement, and above these holes 
Bad been cut through the floor to give the 
flames immediate entrance to the store. Im- 
mediately above the holes in the floor were 
piled rubber shoes. 

Piles of rubbish soaked with oil were placed 


near the shaft of the freight elevator in the 


rear and the heavy sliding door of the elevator 
was hoisted. The elevatur itself was raised 
to the top of the shaft. On the south 
side of the store there is a dumb-wait- 
er. The boards which inclosed this were 
torn away and a pile of soaked rubbish was 
placed immediately — the opening. To 
insure the quick estruction of every- 
thing in the ‘store all the drawers had 
been pulled out and shoes and shoe- 
laces were heaped on the counters and floors. 
Heavy sheets of paper covered the front win- 
dows, the awning was let down, and a heavy 
showcase was placed against the door on the 
inside, so that it would open only far enough 
to allow the criminal to leave after his plans 
were laid. 

Who Was the Runaway the Fireman Saw. 

It was this that the watchman discovered on 
entering the rear door of the store, which he 
found open when he made his first round in 
the evening. He telephoned to the insurance 

atrol house and three men were sent over. 
igo entered the store, and while they 
were inside a man ran out of the place. 
He was seen by the fireman who had remained 
outside, but the fireman did not recover from 
his surprise in time to makea chase success- 
ful, though he had a good look at the fleeing 
man. It was this fireman who is said to have 
positively identified Given as the man who 
ran away. 

Given denies everything. Alexander will 
not talk. He says he will make no statement 
until he has seen a lawyer. 

“T had an expert go through the store 
today, said Fire Inspector Conway, and 
he figured it out that the stock in the place 
was worth $8,000. Alexander ran an alleged 
‘Sheriff’s sale on West Madison street. is 
he opened up before the holidays, and after 
insuring his State street store he moved a lot 
ot stock to the West Side branch. 

„Jacob Turner, the negro porter, has 
worked for Alexander six weeks. He was 
warned Friday, and, though he didn’t 
know much, he told me all he knew, 
and it simply strengthened my sus- 
picions in certain directions. I now 
know the man who got the excelsior and took 
it to the store. He carted two or three bales 
of it. I have a warrant for him and he will 
be arrested probably tomorrow. 

The Confession That Has Been Made. 

“Tt have also obtained a confession 
from a man I have every reason to 
believe knows a g deal about 
the plot, and his statements warrant me in 
the belief that I have a clear case. Givens 
acknowledges locking the store Friday after- 
noon, and says that the tirm changed the locks 
two weeks ago because he claimed everybody 
in the —— had a key to the store. 
This is extremely improbable, I understand 
there was a fire at Alexander's place last sum- 
mer, but there was nothing suspicious about 
it. Alexander has had stores in various parts 
of the city, and I understand he has been 
driven out by fire ers times.“

He said: “I was mad at 
my brother for starting a shoe store so close 
to me and hadn’t spoken to him for several 
months until Friday night, amd then I only 
went to see him because that he was 
very sick. That is how I caméto be mixed 
up in his affairs. But I know that he has not 
been at his store for four days. He had no 
reason to burn out, because his atock of shoes 
is worth $13,000 and he has, only $10,000 insur- 
ance.

The Stock, However, Is Tied Up in Trust 


* Until 1893 and the Agreement of Eighty 
Per Cent of the stockholders Is Neces- 
sary to Release it—J. Frank Aldrich 
Defines the Position of the Dissatisfied 
Klement — Defects of the Fahuaehjelm 
Process—It Is Not Much Liked. 


Much hes been said about 50-cent gas. in 
Hyde Park, but from all accounts the stock- 
holders of the Mutual Fuel Gas company are

The need of a new Postoffice Building for 
Chicago was the subject of a conference held 
yesterday between Supervising Architect W. 
J. Edbrooke, Postmaster J. A. Sexton, Aasist- 
ant John Hubbard, Capt. McGrath, Superin- 
tenuent of Construction M. E. Bell, and Capt. 
J. A. Stuart, i 

It was determined to ask Congress to make 

an appropriation for temporary annexes, in 
order to afford the necessary floor space for 
the Postoffice Department. The question of 
the necessity for a new Postoffice Building 
was also discussed, and the impression pre- 
vailed that the postoffice, with the additional 
annexes suggested, would have to be retained 
until the question of a new location and build- 
ing was determined by Congress.” 
. Mr. Edbrooke also gave his idea of the 
availability of the Lake-Front as a location 
for the new building, and fully sustained him- 
self in his position that the Lake-Front was 
the solution of the Postoffice problem for 
Chicago. 

I would suggest,” continued Mr. Ed- 
brooke, that the people of this city. take 


the | Steps to advise the members of Congress Trom 


Chicago and vicinity, without regard to 
political consideration, to make haste to 
bring this matter before Congress in its true 
light. The fact remains that unless your rep- 
resentatives in Congress take proper cogni- 
zance of the matter as already fully set forth 
not only the greatest inconvenience will be 
experienced but the handling of the mails in 
the transaction of public business will be de- 
moralized. f 
It Is a Chicago Need. 

„ Another thing. There has been consider 
able talk over the indelicacy of Chicago asking 
for a new Postoffice right on the heels of the 
request for $5,000,000 for the World's Fair. 
Now, the World's Fair is a matter in which 

Nation as a whole is concerned. 
The necessity for a new P 
existed long before the desire to petition Con- 
gress for the $5,000,000. The World’s Fair 
requirements have nothi whatever to do 
with the settlement of the Postuffice problem. 
Of course in an indirect way the Worid’s Fair 
will have the effect of increasing the aniount 
of business, but that fact alone should prompt 
the Congressmen to aid Chicago in this its 
most trying tribulation. 

Mr. Edbrooke was asked if there was time 
to construct a new postoffice building between 
the time Congress might act on the matter 
and the opening of the Fair. 

We have eighteen months now, and if the 
appropriation were made before next July we 
could have the new building ready for occu- 
pancy by April, 1893. We certainly can work 
as fast as did the contractors on the new Ma- 
sonic Temple. The area of that structure is 
more than that of the proposed new flice 
building, taking all of the floor surface, and, 
beaides, the new a som more spread 
outand 1 could de built in less time. 
I will return to Washington tonight and hold 
conferences with Con en and relieve 
myself of the responsibility of the condition of 
affairs that will be sure to exist at tle time 
the Fair is opened.“ 

Postmaster James A. Sexton said last night: 
We are overcrowded in our present quafters 
and unless we are given relief by Co I 
do not know how we will be able to le 
the mail during the World’s Fair.

the year 1891. 

The total losses in 1890 were $2,500,000, or 
50 per cent of the premium receipts. Placing 
the operating expenses at 37% per cent, the 
same as in 1891, the companies realized a 
profit in 1890 of 12% per cent. The two 
years’ business combined for comparison 
shows a deficit of 5 per cent. 

How to recover this deficit and not increase 
the rates of insurance is the perplexing prob- 
lem.

It is patterned 
somewhat on ‘thé old Oregon Trans- 
continental scheme which helped Henry Vil- 
lard at various times and in various ways to 
be entertaining, and it is molded, too, some- 
what on the lines adopted by Jay Gould for 
thimbie-rigging the New York Elevated. It is 
classed as “an ‘opérating company.” Its 
operations have sometimes been something 
else than placid. Once it sold at $10 a share, 
and the next month it was at $75. Its market 
see-saws have abounded, and Wall street his- 
tory has to thank the Terminal for a dozen 
or more brisk chapters. 

With a couple of exceptions all the railroads 
of consequence down South are controlled— 
„operated —by it. In the Tennessee, 
Georgia, Alabama district—where you have 
what the poets aré pleased .to call the new 
South — Terminal has pocketed almost 
everything, only Louisville and Nashville 
contesting the monopoly. Now, the financier- 
ing of a corporation undertaking all this is 
something different from holiday pastime. So 
various gentlemen have found it. 

And 1891 was not a year made to order as a 
philanthropy dispenser. Its tests reached 
vital parts throughout the whole corporate 
world, and Richmond Terminal has been quite 
in the fashion in Having distresses.

The Receiver’s Investigation of the Eco- 
nomical Mutual Benefit Association.

Griffith of Mercer, receiver of the Eco- 
nomical Mutual Benefit Association of Sandy 
Lake, has ascertained that during the last eight 
years the company has taken in about $450,-

MR, KENNAN ON THE RUSSIAN FAMINE. 


He Fears Relief Supplies Will Not Reach 
the Needy if Handled by Officials. . 

New Tonk, Jan. 2—([Special.|—George 
Kennan arrived in the city tonight from Cal- 
ifornia by way of Panama. He showed the 
effects of his month’s sea voyage. His face 
and hands were weil tanned. He looked 
strong and vigorous, discounting very heavily 
the unfavorable reports that reached this city 
ashort time ago regarding the precarious 
condition of his health. It was said that he 
was a victim of nervous prostration, and that 
he had been obliged to cease from all activi- 
ty. On his arrival he was shocked to 
learn that a niece of his had been killed in the 
railroad accident at Hastings. 

As to the causes of the famine in Russia Mr. 
Kennan said! The primary cause of the 
famine is, of course, the failure of the crops. 
The indirect cause is the corruption and mis- 
management of the government. There is 
probably no other country in Europe where, 
after the failure of the crops for a single year, 
the peasants would be reduced in less than two 
months to living on roots, bran, and weeds, 
and this destitution is almost wholly the result 
of the conditions under which they live. 

„These conditions are wholly created by bad 
government. Little play is given to private 
enterprise. A man cannot step beyond a cer- 
tain very limited circle of activity without the 

rmission of the authorities, and even then 
permission of the authorities can be obtaine d 
only for pay. Every restriction that is laid 
upon the peasant by the government is made 
a means of extortion by the corrupt local

STORM DELAYED INCOMING TRAINS. 


Snow Drifts on the Tracks and Freight 
Blockades Caused the Trouble. 

Passenger trains coming into the city yester- 
day, were considerably delayed by the big 
storm of Friday night and yesterday.

Many of last nicht's incoming trains were 
behind time. The 8:50 Erie was reported two 
hours late. The 9 o’clock Lake Shore arrived 
at 10:10, and the Michigan Central train due 

lock was over an hour late. The 9:30 
Fort Wayne was reported half an hour late 
on the bulletin board, but it was more. The 
Baltimore and Ohio train due at 11:55 a. m. 
did not arrive until 10:30 last night, and the 
9:30 p. m. train was bulletined to come in at 
1:30 this morning. The Northwestern trains 
arrived on time.

She was employed in the 
house and made an ideal servant. Nothing 
wrong was noticed until a month before her 
disappearatice, when she complained of a 
—— headache. She acted in an insane 
manner the night of Nov. I. and the following 
evening left the house.“ 

From appearances the body had evident- 
ly been in the water two months. Deputy 
Coroner Barrett held an inquest yesterday 
afternoon at the morgue, the jury ren- 
dered a verdict of suicide by drowning while 
temporarily insane.

A Rumor Concerning the Chicagoans Who 
Went to That Country. 

14 dispatch frum New Orleans yesterday 
stated that the party which left Chicago for 
Honduras in October had reached New Or- 
leans en route for home. That all were thor- 
ougly disgusted with the country, and that the 
climate was bad. Dr. Emily Wordsworth is 
reported to be broken in health as a result of 
the trip. At the office of the Honduras com- 
pany in the Owings building nothing definite 
was known in regard to the matter. The par 
ty, it was said, consisted of sixty persens in 
charge of L.. F. Dyrenforth, a brother of Gen. 
Dyrenforth, the rainmaker. There was- no 
person named Perry in the party. There are 
several persons of that name connected 
with the company, but with the exception 
of H. W. Perry, who has been at Patuca, 
Honduras, since last March, they are all in 
Chicago. Many of the party mtended to re- 
turn to Chicago and were simply excursion- 
ists. A letter from H. W. Perry dated Nov. 
21 says the party arrived by the steamer S. 
Oteri Nov. 20, but were afraid to land through 
the surf, though assured the landing could be 
made in safety. They then sailed for Iriona, 
u point sixty miles west of Patuca on the 
coast, where the landing is said to be much 
more difficult than at Patuca. This is the 
only information the company has yet re- 
ceived in regard to the matter. Mr. Dyren- 
forth is on his way home and is expected to 
arrive in Chicago tomorrow.

Wishes to Secure Space. 

Chew Yu Ling, the Chinese merchant who 
arrived in Chicago during the week, called on 
Director-General Davis and Chief Fearn of the 
Department of Foreign Affairs yesterday. Mr. 
Ling wes an exhibiter at the Paris Exposition, 

d he desires to secure space at the World's 
Fair for the same or a similar exhibit. He 
represents, not the Chinese Government but 
the Hsich Tsa Ming, said to be a large com- 
mercial concern, with which other responsible 
mercantile houses propose to make an exhibit 
at the World’s Fair. He confirmed yesterday 
the statement recently published that the Chi- 
nese Government would not officially accept 
the invitation of President Harrison to partic- 
ipate in the Exposition. Leading merchants, 
he said, however, would make a big display. 
It is not regirded as improbable that the Chi- 
nese Government will unofficially lend a great 
deal of assistance. 


Cost of Making the Changes. 

It has cost the Exposition management 
$198,000 for the carpentry work necessary to 
make the changes in the Manufactures and 
Liberal Arte Buildings which were ordered 
some time ago. As originally designed the 
building had at eitherend an open court of 
four acreseach. It was found advisable, in 
order to furnish more room, to roof over 
these courts. Agnew & Co., the contractors 
for the carpentry work, took the entire build- 
ing at $450,000. To make the changes pro- 
posed they have been granted in the way of 
extras $99°200 for flooring the courts and $98,- 
800 for roofing them. 


Two World’s Fair Schemes. 

Two of the schemes for projects, attracted 
by the location of the World's Fair, have been 
made public. The firm of Totten & Wells is 
negotiating for a lease of a block of land ad- 
joining Jackon Park and the World's Fair 
site. Mr. Totten's scheme 1s for the erection 
of a building 200 feet square to be used as a 
skating rink. This rink is to be supplied with 
a 16-inch layer of ice simmer and winter by 
artificial means. It is said that Nate Sauls- 
bury, William Cody’s — is negotiating 
for a lease of the Willoughby tract at the 
southeast corner of Stony Island avenue and 
Sixty-seventh street.

Vast Proportions of Russia’s Famine. 

The Russian famine appears to be assum- 
ing vast proportions. A trustworthy corre- 
spondent declares that in the Province of 
Samara, where he resides, one-half of the 
population, no fewer than 1,250,000 persons, 
are literally dying of starvation, and 
Levasseur, the eminent French statist, has 
calculated that to supply the defi- 
ciency in thirteen provinces, 6,500 
ships must be employed carrying 128,000,000 
hectoliters of grain, which would cost £60,- 
000,000, The State has not the money to 
spend. Not even if it found the money could 
it provide the means of transport over a sur- 
face of 1,000,000 square kilometers to the 
5,400,000 houses in want of food. 

Moreover, the assertion, at first elaborately 
denied and anxiously disbelieved, that the 
official corruption would be checked even by 
the horrors of so dire a calamity, has now 
been abundantly proved to be true. The en- 
tire subscription of St. Petersburg for the 
benefit of its own poor and those of the en- 
virons has been stolen. The 15,000,000 
pounds of rye flour purchased has been found 


to be so infamousl} adulterated as to be, 


wholly uneatable, and in parts poisonous. 
The revelations are but now beginning. We 
shall hear more of them, 


Cross-Examinations Which Are Brutal. 

The unusual multiplicity of causes célébre, 
for the most part of an unsavory character, 
during the last year, which culminated recent- 
ly in the Russell divorce suit and the Har- 
greaves jewel rubbery case, has led at length 
to a general awakening of public opinion to 
the intolerable evils of the impertinent and

if he be not himself called to book. There 
are countries where such flagrant instances of 
witness torture as have recently been exhibit- 
ed in London would not be allowed to exist 
unchecked. Witnesses who considered them- 
selves grossly and unnecessarily insulted would 
take their honor into their own hands and 
would administer outside the limits of the 
court such admonition to their assailants as 
would probably speedily produce an altered 
state of affairs. This would doubtless be very 
wrong, but it would be very human, and there 
is some ground for a belief that, unless the 
pernicious practice be speedily checked by 
recogniz@d methods, an explosion will occur 
which, though all would deplore it, would be 
recogpized.as a means justified by the end.

for the maintenance of peace were being 
transmitted to us last night in curt, official 
phrases from every State in Europe the rumor 
ran here that the Pope was dead. The rumor 
was, happily, unfounded. It must havegrown 
out of the precautions which the Vatican is 
taking to hide the truth about Leo XIII.’s 
health from the political world. Day and 
night access to the bedroom of the Pope is de- 
nied to all but two nuns, a valet, and a prelate 
of the papal entourage. The servants and all 
but a few of the most-trusted prelates are not 
allowed to approach the sanctuary, which is 
thus thoroughly protected against indiscre- 
tions. These precautions are necessary, for 
the Pope is the spiritual head of millions of 
Catholics, and the interests of the Holy See 
are bound up, with those of many nations, 
great and small. 

ln the strict sense of the word the Holy 
Father is not ill at present. Hs breathes 
easily, digests well, takes four light meals a 
day, consisting of strong bouillon made 
of beef, veal, and chicken, with rice 
and vegetables, and a little Bordeaux 
as an accompaniment, At frequent intervals 
throughout the day the Pope takes a pastille 
made of gum, condensed meat, extract of 
camomile and coca, and a minute admixture 
of a preparation of phosphorus. 

The Holy Father gets up at 5 a. m. and at- 
tends to work. At 6 a. m. Mgr. Angeli, his 
private secretary, enters his bedroom unan- 
nounced and remains with him till 9 a. m., 
when breakfast is served. This is followed by 
a benediction, by private audiences, and a sec- 
ond dejeuner, preceded when possible 
by a light siesta and a short 
ride in a sedan chair or a car- 
riage in the gardens of the Vatican. At3 
p. m. Leo XIII. returns to his apartments, 
and the important audiences for the Cardinals 
and Ambassadors begin. By 5 o’clock these 
are ended, but as a rule some high dignitary 
on more intimate terms with the Pope than 
the rest remains until 7 or 8 o’clock for the 
chat and interchange of ideas which are al- 
most indispensable to Leo XIIIL.’s physical 
health. 

Toward 8 p. m. the Pope retires to bed, at- 
tended by the two nuns, the prelate, and a valet, 
who till lately was F. Minocheri, a celebrity 
in his way. This Minocheri, who was 80 
years old and had been attached to the per- 
son of Pius IX. before his accession to the 
Pontificate, died recently. But, though Leo 
XIII. is not ill, he is exhausted. His mind is 
still clear, but he speaks with ever growing 
difficulty. There is no truth in today’s or 
yesterday’s reports of his critical condition. 
Tomorrow they be more trustworthy, for the 
life of the Pope hangs bya thread. His 
death, when it comes, will be a calamity. The 
present Pontiff commands the deference of 
Europe. Every crowned heads bows to him. 
He loves France and has more than once re- 
called the members of the triple alliance to 
their respect of t his country. 


Question of Free Theatrical Puffs. 


The dispute between Le Petit Journal and 


M. Victor Joning, the director of the Gymnase 
Theater, has brought to the fronta question of 
as much interest in Americaas in Paris and 
which is at present the leading topic of dis- 
cussion in all journalistic and theatrical cir- 
cles. Itis the custom with managers when 
anything occurs out of the usual course to 
send notice to all the papers immediately 
with a request that it shall beinserted. When 
one of the stage hands at the Gymnase fell ana 
broke his neck in the middle of the perform- 
ance the manager instantly sent: out notices 
indorsed, ** Please insert this, it is an excel- 
lent-putf,”’ and because the Petit Journal re- 
fysed M. Leon Kerst, the dramatic critic of 
Ahe paper, was cut off the free list-of the thea- 
ter and only restored through the intervention 
of M. Hector Pessard, the President of the 
Critics’ club. 

M. Marinoni, manager of the Petit Journal. 
says: The puffs I give the theaters in the 
course of the year are worth 30,000 francs at 
our regular advertising rates; for this the pa- 
per only receives seata worth 500 francs at the 
outside, and I consider that criticisms and all 
other puffs ought to be paid for.”’ 

M. Hector Pessardsaid: It makes no dif- 
ference fo me whether a paper pays for the 
critic’s seat or the theater gives it. I, how- 
ever, should like to see critics entirely inde 
pendent of managerial favors,” 

M. Koning, manager of the Gymnase, says: 
I am perfectly willing to pay for all puffs, 
but, if I do so, I will pay only two papers in 
all the lot; as they are the only ones worth 
while.“ M. Rochard, another manager, says 
that if he had to pay for his puffs he would 
haye to close his theater. Mr. Albert Carro, 
director of the Vaudeville, said he wanted no 
change, as the present system is largely to his 
advantage. M. Arthur Meyer, director of the 
Gaulios, proposes ‘that no seats be given ex- 
cept on the first nights, for which the papers 
will give an equivalent in notices. 
Verestchagin on the Sale of His Pictures. 

The great Russian painter, Verestchagin, 
has written a letter to the Russian newspapers 
making some curious revelations about the 
recent sale of his pictures in New York. He 
says: The President of the American Art 
Association, which exhibited and sold my pict- 
ures, and which made such a noise in Paris 
with Millet's Angelus,“ proposed tu my ex- 
pert and agent to organize a great sensational 
success for the sale of my works, which meant 
that he would run up the bidding by means 
of his own clerks, and declare sales 
at fictitious prices so as to enable him to re- 
sell the pictures left on his handds at exorbi- 
tant prices. He asked me by telegraph to au- 
thorize this attempt at fraud, which, of course, I 
refused to do. Verestchagin indorses this 
statement that the Angelus“ was never bought 
by an American for 550,000Trancs and that the 
French picture dealer who really acquired it 
had simply lent it for exhibition in America. 
He says that it was a Yankee who, from inter- 
ested motives, proposed tu the proprietor of 
the Angelus to effect a sham sale at a very 
high price with a view to a profitable resale of 
the picture. 

Considering the gravity of these statemeuts 
a call was made upon M. Montaignic, the ex- 
pert who represented the American associa- 
tion of the secret collection at the Sedelmeyer 
rooms in July, 1890, and he declared at once 
that Verestchagin’s allegations concerning 
the Angelus were without foundation, and 
gave circumstantial details of the payments 
made on the different occasions when that 
picture changed hafds. He said: M. 
Antonin Proust, who represented the group 
of French, Russian, and Danish amateurs

The di of the American 
Art Association then Pffered to purchase the 
picture at the price gien by M. Proust, which 
the latter acccepted, so ended the affair 
of the Angelus. |

Prosperity of the Comedie Francaise. 


From the annual report of the Comédie 
Francaise communicated yesterday to the 
members by Jules Claretie, the director, it 
appears that in spite of the loss caused by the 
prohibition of Thermidor”’ the theater has 
been fairly prosperous. This year the gross 
protits amounted to over $90,000 after the 
usual deductions.

Several anonymous let- 
ters have been received by the Prefect of Police 
professing to reveal plots of this kind, but 
after a very cursory investigdtion it became 
evident that the whole affair was a hoax. M. 
Clement is busily engaged®in the endeavor to 
discover the perpetratur of this alarmist joke. 
At the Russian Embassy it is believed that the 
rumor was propagated for the object of de- 
terring the Empress of Russia visiting Paris. 

No Influenza in Paris, 

Dr. Faure Miller, whose sons are house sur- 
geons at the Hotel Dieu and at the Hospital 
Beaujon, says there is not a single case of in- 
fluenza inthe Paris hospitals this winter, 
which has brought on any increase of pneu- 
mona or bronchitis. Still less of these dis-

from France and adopted into England by the 
management of the Savoy Theater was fol- 
lowed at the Lyric this afternoon, when the 
Mountebanks,“ by Gilbert and the late Al- 
fred Cellier, was presented to a select audi- 
ence. The opera consists of two fairly long 
acts. When the first act was put into re- 
hearsal the members of the company said 
they were afraid such fun could not be sus- 
tained for two acta. Now they prefer the sec- 
ond act. 

The first act opens with the exterior of 
Elvinog Inn, on a picturesque Sicilian pass, 
and Mount Etna in the distance. In the 
middle distance is a monastery on a rocky ele- 
vation., The curtain rises and discloses a pro- 
cession of Dominican monks drearily chant- 
ing the Miserere.“ The central idea of the 
plot is that a poor old alchemist is continually 
blowing himself up with dynamite in searching 
for the philosopher’s stone. Finally he blows 
himself up worse than usual and wrecks the 
premises. The landlord seizes his effects for 
the rent. Among the effects is found a bottle 
of medicine with a label on it which says: 
Man is a hypocrite and always pretends to be 
better than he is. The contents of the bottle 
‘will make those whodrink of it what they 
pretend to be.“ 

The medicine falls into the hands of the 
‘proprietor of the mountebanks. He mixes it 
with wine and distributes it to his two mount- 
ebanks, who pretended to be clockwork fig- 
‘ures of Hamlet and Ophelia, They become 
veritable automaton lovers, who simulate 
affection, but finally become lovers in truth. 
The Tamorras, a secret society of robbers, 
seize the monastery, drink of the drugged 
wine, and are transformed into monks, to the 
dismay of the old sweethearta, The clock- 
work figures are very funny. They sing: 
Bartolo (the clown)—

Another one of the relics of the past, the 
custom of years, has been done away with, 
and the last week of the old year saw it fall 
into innocuous desuetude.

Her Majesty's pipe was a sys- 
tem of furnaces which went by that name, 
and which have been used for many years to 
burn up all the tobacco seized by the custom- 
house authorities which was not subsequently 
released by the payment of the necessary 
duties within six months after the seizure.

VISHES IN THE DESERT. 


> 


Cruel Treatment of Forty Europeans Held 
in Captivity—No Provision Made for 
Them and Their Living Is Often Pre- 
carious—Swedén Experiencing the First 
Labor Troubles— Explosion at Dublin 
Castle Was That of a Bomb—An Awer- 
ican with a Revalver Arrested. 

Lowpon, Jan. 2,.—Telegrams have been re- 
ceived here from the Congo which confirm the | 
statements made by Father Obrwalder, the 
priest of the Soudan Austrian mission who 
was taken prisoner by the Mahdi some nine 
years ago, but who recently escaped from 
Omdurman and made his way to Korosko. 
Father Ohrwalder, who was accompanied in 
his flight from captivity by Sisters Chincarini 
and Venturini, said forty Europeans are still 
in the hands of the Mahdists at Omdurman. 
He added that they are loaded with manacles 
and cruelly beaten. They are so closely 
watched that they had lost all hope of escap 
ing. Among the prisonérs are nineteen 
Greeks, eight Syrians, eight Jews, two Aus- 
trian missionaries, and Slatin Bey and Herr 
Neufeld. The last-named prisoner was capt- 
ured in 1886 at Selina. His imprudence was 
the cause of the capture by Nejumni of the 
convoy of arms and ammunition sent by Gen. 
Grenfell to Selah, the chief of the friendly 
Kababish tribe. He is now employed in mak- 
ing salt peter. 

In telling of his mode of life while in cap- 
tivity Father Ohrwalder said the Mahdi grant- 
ed no provision for the subsistence of the 
captives, but allowed them sufficient liberty 
to earn a living as best they could. Father 
Ohrwalder lived by tailoring and weaving, and 
the sisters by baking and selling bread. The 
three refugees show the traces of the suffering 
which they have endured during their nine 
years of captivity, and they state that the 
latest news which they received from the civ- 
lized world was in 1882 by an Arabic news- 


paper relating to the bombardment of Alex- 


and ria. 

During the last eighteen months the fugi- 
tives lived in mud huts, but previously their 
only shelter was made with their own hands 
from canes and maize stalks. They describe 
Khartoum as all destroyed excepting only the 
Austrian church and Gen. Gordon’s palace, 
and they say that vegetation 1s covering the 
sites of the houses. During two yeers famine 
and small-pox made fearful ravages in the 
Soudan. Maize rose to ten times the normal 
value, but now food is plentiful and cheap. 

According to Father Ohrwalder, Darfur is 
nearly deserted by the dervishes, who have a 
steamer at Fushoda, but they do not venture 
beyond a short distance from the Nile bank. 
There are no dervishes to the south of Gebel 
Reggar. A short time ago the Shilluks killed 
300 dervishes at that place, and, consequently, 
reinforcements have been sent there from 
Omdurman. The dervishes have no authority 
in Bahr-El-Gazal. 

The Khedive’s visit to the Egyptian frontier 
last winter has produced a favorable impres- 
sion amongst the Soudan tribes. The der- 
vishes still retain a monopoly of the trade in 
gum, ivory, and feathers, which they sell at 
large profits to merchants, who send the goods 
to Suakim. 

Advices from the Congo today corroborate 
Father Ohrwalder’s report of the waning 
power of the dervishes in the southwestern 
part of the Soudan. They state that frequent 
conflicts have occurred between the Mahdists 
and the native chiefs and that the latter have 
been often victorious. 

Father Ohrwalder and the two sisters trav- 
eled direct from Korosko to Cairo, and a dis- 
patch received from the last-named city says 
the priest, in speaking of affairs in the Sou- 
dan, had said that the numerous widows of 
the Mahdi are complaining that the Khalifa 
Abdallah does not provide them with main- 
tenance befitting their station, and their griev- 
ance has been supported by the Khalifa Aly 
Sherf. The latter is also hostile to Abdallah's 
aspiration to make the succession hereditary 
in his family instead of maintaining the order 


‘prescribed by the Prophet Mahommed. These 


dissensions are weakening the power of 
Mahdism and the people. generally, Father 
Ohrwalder said, would welcome any change 
bringing them relief from ita tyranny. 

Labor Treubles in Sweden. 

Sweden is now experiencing its first really 
serious labor trouble. A strike involving the 
entire mining district of Falun, particularly 
the mines in the Norberg division, has been in 
progress for some time, but now has reached 
such dimensions that the government has 
been asked to interfere... A committee rep- 
resenting the miners has arrived in 
Stockholm and demanded and were grant- 
ed an interview with the Minister 
of State. The Chairman of the commit- 
tee after having reviewed the situation said 
that the government ought to have means at 
its disposal to bring the unreasonable mine- 
owners to terms. He proved that the strikers 
had done everything to bring about a peacful 
settlement, but had been met with insulting 
indifference on behalf of the owners, who re- 
fuse to listen to any compromise. The Gov- 
ernor of the province, Baron Hederstjerna, 
and public opinion are in sympathy with the 
miners. 

The Minister listened attentively to the pe- 
tition and promised its careful consideration. 
Afterward he and the Minister of Finance, 
who happened to be present, had a long and 
informal conversation with members of the 
committee, dwelling on the fact that mutual 
confidence between employers and employés 
was the most important andeasiest way to ob- 
tain a satisfactory settlement. At the mines 
the situation is critical, violence has been re- 
sorted to, and a great deal of property de- 
stroyed, The women are the most active agi- 
tators among the strikers. A detachment of 
troops is now guarding the mines, but the 
Governor has telegraphed for reénforcements. 
The strikers are desperate. They have among 
other thmgs established a secret tribunal for 
the punishment of seceders from their ranks. 
Three men have been severely dealt with on 
its account. 

Was a Bomb in Dublin Castle. 


No outsiders are allowed in the Duplin Cas- 
tle today and it is a very hard matter to ob- 
tai accurate information as to the retults of 
the investigation which is being carried on by 
the authorities to ascertain the exact nature 
of the explosion. The theory of an explosion 
of gas was effectually disposed of today. The 
gentlemen who are conducting the investiga- | 
tion in examining the beams supporting the 
floor directly over the cellar where the explo- 
sion oecurred found that a number of small 
pieces of metal had been deeply imbedded in 
the timbers. This is evidence beyond ques- 
tion that the explosive, whatever it may have 
been, was inclosed in a metal case. The in- 
vestigation is still going on, and the police 
hope that it will reveal some clew that will 
lead to the detection of the perpetrators of 
the outrage. 

Since the explosion the police have been ex- 
traordinarily vigilant in watching for sus- 
pected dynamiters. Of course, it is by no 
means certain that the castle explosion was 
attributable to that class of individuals. The 


customs officers have developed extra activity 


in searching the effects of passengers landing 
at Queenstown from the transatlantic steam- 
ers. They have always made it à point to 
seize, under the law, any arms or ammunition 
brought into the country by either residents 
or foreigners, but since Thursday’s affair they 
are stricter than ever in their examinations of 
luggage. The first person to fall a victim to 
the customs officials newly awakened ardor 
for the safety of the country is Mr. Thomas 
Ryan, an army pensioner on the lists of the 
United States, who was u passenger on the 
Cunard steamer Etruria which arrived at 
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‘ESCAPE FROM DER-

‘channel, shaping their great circular 
track to a given point well to the north; and 
the English Channel steamers, including the 
foreign liners, to shape their tracks well to the 
south of the Liverpool ‘lanes,’ and also to 
compel the ‘tramps’ todo likewise. This is 
the only way to reduce the danger of collision 
to a minimum.” 

Tribes in Revolt in Morocco. 
Advices received here from Tangier, the 
diplomatic capital of Morocco, report a seri- 


ous state of affairs in the vicinity of that city. 


No explanation is given of the trouble, but it 
is said thatthe tribes in the neighborhood of 
Tangier are in open rebellion against Mulaiel 
Hassan, Sultan of Morocco. Matters. in Mo- 
rocco have been in a turbulent condition for 
some time past. In November last news 
reached Tangier from Fez, the principal city 
of the country and its real capital, that all the 
Moroccan Ministers and court had been dis- 
missed in disgrace. Among the fallen was 
Mulai Isman, the Sultan’s favorite brother. 
He for several years held the Khalifaship of 
his brother—that is to say, he formed a sort of 
Supreme Court of Appeals, to whom all cases 
already decided by-the local Governors could 
be referred. No reason was known for this 
disgrace, but it was thought it was the result 
of acourt intrigue. He had many friends 
among the upper classesand among the tribes- 
men, and it may be that his dismissal is the 


cause of the present trouble. It was said by 


some of the natives at the time of his exile 
from Fez that Mulai Isman was the instigator 
of a plot to depose his brother and to take the 
throne himself. 

British authorities are taking prompt and 
energetic steps to protect British interests in 
Morocco. One of the important points in 
that country in possession of the British is 
Cape Juby. It was reported some time ago 
that the British has determined to abandon 
this place, but, on the contrary, they were act- 
ively engaged in fortifying the station and 
were about to establish a Governor’s residence, 
with the object of improving the trade rela- 
‘tions with the desert tribes. It was added, 
moreover, that when the French occupied the 
Touat Oasis, the possession of which is dis- 
puted by the Sultan, the trade of Insaleh 
would be transferred to Cape Jaby. A Brit- 
ish gunboat has already started from Gibral- 
tar to protect the British residences at that 
place and the battleship Thunderer is prepar- 
ing to follow the gunboat. The Thunderer is 
a twin screw, iron-turret ship, armor-plated, 
of 9,300 tons and 7,000 horse-fower, and mounts 
four guns. 

For a Grand Masonic Building. 


A movement is on foot for acquiring the 
site of Her Majesty’s,Old Opera-House at the 
bottom of the Haymarket for a grand masonic 
building. The main feature of this is that it 
shall be a vast circular-domed temple for 
state and other funetions, and the idea is that 
the temple shall occupy the middle of the 
structure and each side shall be provided with 
suites of dining, sitting, smoking, and other 
rooms. The upper floors are to be devoted 
entirely to bedrooms and one wing is to be 
used for a masonic club while the other with 
the whole of the bedfooms is to form a part 
of a hotel. The designs for this scheme have 
already been prepared. 

Irish Misers Die in Squalor. 

During the week two Irish misers died in 
the utmost squalor in Tullyvallen. James 
Murphy's death was due to pneumonia, and 
his sister Annie followed him the next morn- 
ing, her illness being similar to her brother’s. 
All their penury served only to enrich their 
two married sisters, who have since come for- 
ward to claim the estate as next of kin. The 
hut in which the bodies were found is of the 
most wretched and squalid nature, and the 
bodies were on a pile of turf, yet these two 
were worth $200,000, and a bank book with 
deposits credited to the amount of $35,000 
was found in tho house. 

The Accidental Smothering of Babies. 

The accidental smothering of babies, which 
is one of the great sources of infant mortality 
in Great Britain, has just been made the 
basis of a sensational attack upon drink- 
ing. A paper devoted to the interests of 
vegetarianism has been studying the 


statistics relating to this subject, and shows 


that the mortality among the young children 
of the poorer classes is mainly due to drink, 
as out of a thousand cases 280 babies were 
smothered Saturday nights and 170 Monday 
nighte, these being the days when the people 
are able to indulge the propensity for drink 
to the greatest extent. 
An Old Block of Concrete. 


Some workmen engaged in constructing the 
subway at Kings Cross Station have brought 
to light a curious and interesting relic. It is 
a block of concrete, which was part of the 
foundation of the cross erected in 1290 by Ed- 
ward I. to mark one of the resting-places of 
the body of Queen Eleanor on its way from 

ornby to Westminster Abbey. Some idea 
of the hardness of the concrete, to which no 
doubt the constant pressure of six centuries 
has contributed, is found in the statement of 
the fact that the edge of the steel wedges which 
were tried upon it was easily turned. 

Thieving Cashier Kills Himself. 


The discovery was made today that the ac 
counts of Herr Piufs ich, cashier of the Buda. 
pesth National Sav.ngs Bank, were short. An 
examination of the books and the securities 
held by the institution revealed the fact that 
the cashier had defrauded the bank of 6,000- 
florins in coin and rentes of the nominal value 
of 100,000 florins, As soon as Piufsich learned 
that his thievery had been discovered he 
killed himself to escape the penalty for his 
crime,

vention with the United States for a partial 
application of the minimum tariff. This 
agreement, the Temps says, differs from those 
pending betwéen France and some of the other 
European powers in requiring that it be sub- 
mitted to Parliament for ratification. The 
government has authority to grant to coun- 
tries already holding convention tariffs the ad- 
vantages of the new French minimum tariff. 
Having po such treaty with the United States, 
the convention must have the sanction of the 
Chamber of Deputies. 

The new convention, it is added, secures the 
continu@nce gn the American free list of a 
number of French products, including skins, 
sugars, and mblasses. The paper further says 
that Presidedt Harrison intended Jan. 1 to 
enforce against these products the duties p- 
plicable, to imports from countries that re- 
fused to concede to the United States recip- 
rocal advantages. 

To secure 4n unbroken enjoyment of the 
exemptions from the payment of those duties M. 
Ribot, Minister of Foreign Affairs, negotiated 
the convention referred to, by the terms of 
which the United States secures the minimum 
tariff on products entering France the export 
value of which amounts to 12,000,000 francs 
annually, and which equal in value the French 
8 exempted from duty by the United 

tates. 


Chicago Man’s Luck at Monte Carlo. 

The Riveria has been very dull during 
Christmas weék. Apart from the usual dinner, 
given at the hotels for the English and Ameri- 
can guests there havagbecn evening amuse- 
ments worth recording; the weather, too, has 
been exceedingly unpleasant, but is now im- 
proving. At Monte Carlo the excitement of 
the week has been provided by Mr. Harry 
Rosenfeld of Chicago, a sprightly but erratic 
young gentleman, who has had an extraordi- 
nary run of luck. He made his first appear- 
ance at the tables last season with his cousin, 
Joseph Rosenfeld of San Francisco, since 
dead, and they lost considerable sums. This 
year, however, Rosenfeld’s luck turned, and if 
he has not succeeded in breaking the bank he 
has at least got back his nice little pot and in 
addition about £1,500. He punts at the roulette 
table, hig favorite system being to strad- 
dle 17 and 18 for 10 or 20 louis, and also cov- 
ering the cross squares all around these num- 
bers. Of course he often loses, and each of 


his stakes costs him from 50 to 70 louis, but 


this week he has been exceedingly lucky. Sat- 
urday he won 28,000 francs, Sunday 13,000 
francs, Monday 15,000 francs, and yesterday 
12,000 francs, making up to last night his 
gains upon the total of the play about £1,500. 


A Saciety Doctor’s Peculiar Action. 


George Piesse, Slavin’s quondam backer, is 
again at Monte Carlo. Mr. Piesse is now 
busying himself in investigating a scandalous 
report current in Nice and Monte Carlo re 
garding the conduct of a fashionable physi- 
cian of Nice last year in the case of a poor 
fellow called Hoare, an Englishman, who 
made his living by writing sporting para- 
graphs for a few papers and attending pigeon- 
shooting matches on the ground. He caught 
cold there towards the end of last season, and, 
being attacked by pneumonia, he sent for the 
physician in question, who happened to be 
just going to dinner. Hoare begged for a 
drink of champagne which the doctor pro- 
cured, for him, and after staying with him for 
half an hour left and never went to.see him 
again. Thirty-six hours afterwards the poor 
fellow was found dead in his bed. He had no 
friends and so was buried in a pauper’s coffin 
in a pauper’s grave, The attention of the ad- 
ministration at Monte Carlo having been 
drawn to the case, it advanced 50 louis to pay 
the funeral expenses, as it had been in 
the habit of paying Hoare that sum annually 
in recognition of his services, after the man- 
ner of treating such journalists on the Riveria. 
These 50 louis were placed in the hands of the 
British Consul at Nice, and when the doctor 
heard of it he sont in a bill for 10 louis for the 
services to Hoare, after having it spread about 
and mentioned in the newspapers that he had 
done a most commendably charitable act in 
attending the poor fellow for nothing. The 
Britis Consul says that he refused to pay 10 louis, 
but did pay 30 francs, and where the rest of the 
money went nobody seems to know. The case 
is being talked of, asthe doctor poses as a great 
society man, ahd is an intimate friend of Mr. 
W. K. Vanderbilt, whom he accompanied to 
America on board the Alva last summer. 


Some Anierican Notables at Nice. 


The Duchess Dezaces, who was formerly 
Miss Singer; daughter of Singer of sewing 
machine fame, has been ordered to Nice for 
the benefit of her health. She is staying at 
the Cosmopolitan Hotel with Mr. and Mrs.

Mrs. Winslow of Winslow’s soothing sirup 
fame is also at the Cosmopolitan. Her son, 
Richard Winslow, remains at the Chateau 
Winslow at Cannes, where the Prince of 
Wales is often entertained during his trips to 
the Riviera. Mr. Richard does not like his

Death of Amelie de Bourbon, 

Mme. Amelie, whose father was a Dutch 
watchmakernamed Naundorffer, who claimed 
to be the Dauphin of Louis XVI., died Thurs- 
day last at the Chateau Bois Jaquelin Brit- 
tany. She always signed herself Amelie de 
Bourbon, and her resemblance to Marie An- 
toinette was striking enough to perpetuate the 
Naundorffer legend and give a shadow of 
truth to his claim that he was in reality the 
lost Dauphin. It was Mme. Amelie who sup- 
plied Jules Favre with the information neces- 
sary in the lawsuit which he pleaded with 
such eloquence, and she also was the 
possessor of the much-talked-of chest 
made by Louis XVI. himself which was buried 
in the Tuileries. When that palace waß de- 
molished nothng-wae found, but Amelie per- 
sisted in asserting. her knowledge of the secret. 
She was very pious and charitable, and ap- 
peared to be quite disinterested in her belief 
in the destinies of the family. When the Naun- 
dorft case was tried she presented to Jules 
Favre a facsimile of the ring used by the 
Dauphin when M. Favre signed the armistice 
of Versailies in 1871. He had forgotten to 
bring the State seal with him, and with the 
consent of Prince Bismarck he used the 
Naundorff ring. 


Popular Prices at the Grand Opera. 

M. Bertrand, who took possession of the 
managerial chair at the Grand Opera yester- 
day, has decided to begin at once the experi- 
ment of giving performances at popular 
prices. These will be divided into eategories. 
The first will consist of a performance’ every 
Saturday. at which the price of admission will 
be tive francs to the stafls and ten francs to 
seats in the ground tier boxes. The really 
popular day, however, will be Sunday, when 
the price of each seat in the © stalls 
or parterre will be reduced to two 
francs fifty centimes. For these occasions 
M. Bertrand has adopted a decided innovation 
so far as Paris is concerned. The perform- 
ance will commence at 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon and conclude at 10, and, following the 
example set at Bayreuth, there will be an in- 
terval of half an hour for refreshments about 
7 o’clock. There will be no alteration made 
in the house itself except that the luxurious 
gilt fauteuils in the private boxes will be re- 
placed by plain cane-bottom chairs. It is not 
proposed in auy way to interfere with the reg- 
ular Monday, Wednesday, and Friday even- 
ings, which will be continued at full prices. 

Women in the Orchestra Stalls. 

Another mans zer declares his intention to 
head an agitatiin for the purpose of putting 
an end to the absurd tradition which forbids 
women to sit in the orchestra stalls of thea- 
ters. M. Carvalho, thé manager of the Opera 
Comique, announces his intention to make 
this innovation. The experiment has hitherto 
been tried only on Sundays and other popular 
but unfashionable occasions, but now M. Car- 
valho proposes to permit ladies to occupy 
places in the five back rows in the stalls. The 
absurdity of the present system is the more 
apparent at the Opera Comique from the fact 
that even the balcony seats to which ladies are 
admitted extend only to two rows, which are. 
altogether inadequate to the ordinary demand, 
while 300 orchestra stalls are reserved at the 
present entirely, and the other six rows are 
altogether in excess of the demand of play- 
goers belonging to the superior sex except on 
great occasions, 

Bishop of Carcassonne’s Action, 

A case somewhat similar in its aspects to 
the case of the Archbishop of Aix has arisen 
between the government and the Bishop of 
Carcassonne. The order issued by the govern 
ment at the time of the Pantheon incident in 
Rome, when attacks were made upon French 
pilgrims, forbidding the French Bishops to 
leave their dioceses without permission from 
the Minister of Justice and rublic Worship, 
is still in force. It was for a violation 
of this rule and for writing what 
was termed an “insulting letter” to 
M. Fellieres, the Minister of Justice and 
Public Worship, in connection with the matter, 
that led to the prosecution ana condemnation 
of the Archbishop of Aix. This case reopened 
the agitation for a separation of State and 
Church, and resulted in a very acrimonious 
debate in the Chamber of Deputies. The 
Bishop of Carcassonne also refused to obey 
the government order, and he recently went 
to Rome without having first secured the 
sanction of the government to his visit. In 
consequence of this action the Minister of Jus- 
tics and Public Worship has suppressed the 
Bishop’s stipend for the period of hfs absence 
from the see. — 

Figaro today publishes a let from the 
Bishop of Carcassonne in which he states that 
he went to Rome merely in the fulfillment of 
his spiritual duty, as he had done in previous 
years, when he had not sought the permission 
of the government nor incurred the slightest 
shame. It is not known what action 
the government will take in .the mat- 
ter, but to be consistent the 
authorities will have to prosecute 
him as they did the Archbishop of Aix. In 
view of the present state of affairs existing be- 
tween the clericals and the government, how- 
ever, the latter may decide that it would be 
inexpedient to further antagonize the qhurch 
party. Carcassonne, the see of the hop 
above mentioned, is the capital of the depart- 
ment of Aude, situated on the River Aude and 
the Canal du Midi, fifty-five miles southeast of 
Toulouse. s 


American Subscriptions in Russia. 

The Hon. Charles Emory Smith, United 
States Minister to Russia, has handed to the 
Rev. Mr. Francis, pastor of the Anglo-Amer- 
ican church at St. Petersburg, a large sum of 
money subscribed by Americans for the relief 
of famine sufferers. Among these subscrip- 
tions thus turned over to Mr. Francis is one

Bleak Winds of New Year's,

ing the unruly groups. About one bundred 
of the brawlers were arrested for molesti 
sober persons of respectability.

Usual Court Functions. i 

The court functions New-Year’s day were the 
same as usual. The Emperor and his family 
moved into the royal castle at Berlin from 
Potsdam early in the week. The band of the 
Second Uhlans played in the year by several 
chorals from the summit of the cupola on the 
castle chapel. The imperial family attended 
morning service in the chapel. At the levee 
held subsequently to this service, where all 
the commanding Generals, government offi- 
cials, and court officers filed past the throne, 
the Emperor wore the gala uniform of a 
Prussian General, with the ribbon of the Order 
of the Black Eagle. The Empress was attired 
in a magnificent court robe. She also wore 
the ribbon of the Black Eagle and the decora- 
tions of many other orders. The crowd at 
tending the levee was so numerous that 
the halls set apart for their reception 
were filled to ovyerflowmg. At noon 
the Emperor rode to the arsenal to perform 
the usual New-Year’s ceremony of giving 
parole to the troops. Everybody here expected 
bim to make important utterances on this oc. 
easion, but he said nothing beyond a few 
words in addressing a group of officers. He 
advised them to speedily acquire a knowledge 
of the power and use of the latest military im- 
provements. The absence of Princes Leopold 
and Arnold of Bavaria from the levee was in- 
correctly attributed by some persons to a dis- 
pute with the Emperor. Asa matter of fact 
their absence was due to a friendly arrange- 
ment with the Emperor, by which their pres- 
ence at the formal proceedings was not needed. 


France Is Moving Too Late. 

The French Government is too late in try- 
ing to meet the Dreibund’s zollverein by com- 
mercial alliances with various European 
States. The overtures made from Paris to 
Sweden, Denmark, Greece, and Italy are per- 
fectly kuown in Berlin, These overtures till 
now have resulted in nothing further than an 
agreement with Greece and Denmark, both of 
these allies of Russia, getting ‘the minimum 
French, tariff im exchange for “ fa 
vored nation” treatment to France, 
The negotiations for a treaty with 
Italy have in the meantimé ceased and it is 
not likely that they will be renewed. With 
Sweden, France stands a better chance, but 
nothing the Paris government can do now 
can weaken the Dreibund’s zollverein, which 
ere long will include Belgium, Holland, Rou- 
mania and Servia and probably Spain. For

Advices from St. Petersburg are that 
the illness of the Czarina 6 a low 
fever and partly due to worrying 
over the plot against the Czar in which the 
highest court and imperial personages are sus- 
pected of being involved. Private letters 
state that some of these plots are aimed at 
obtaining a constitution by which the nobles 
and landholders will appomt the members of 
an assembly. 

Russia Not in the Convention. 

Rumors are current that negotiations are 
proceeding to obtain the adhesion of Russia 
to the commercial convention, but there is no 
foundation for them. There has been no 
meeting of German and Russian diplomats as 
has been reported in the foreign press and no 
such meeting is contemplated. The foreign 
office denies that the question of a reduction 
of the Russian tariff has even been mooted. 

American Union the Feature. 

Among the New Year articles appearing in 
the German press is one in the National Zet- 
tung which specially comments upon thé 
growth of the American Union as the decisive 
feature of the century,

The Commercial says further that the Dem- 
ocrats, being strict constructionists of the 
Constitution, have always held for a tariff for 
revenue only. They have always opposed a 
tariff for protection for any purpose, under 
any pretense, or in any degree. On thoother 
hand, the senior Democratic organ of this city 
says that the Democratic creed is a tariff 
for revenue with incidental protection. One 
says that a moderate amount of protection is 
not undesirable. The other abominates the 
least vestige of it under any pretense or in 
any degree.“ When two such eminent ex- 
ponents of Democracy disagree who is to de- 
cide between them? 

If the Commercial’s definition of the Demo- 
cratic tariff creed is the right one then it is 
justified in its assertion that— 

The Crisp-Springer policy is anti-Democratic. 
It is opposed to the historic movement and pres- 
tige of the party. to its general purpose of legis- 
lating for the benefit of all and not of the few. 

Evidently the Northern and Southern wings 
of the Democracy are no more a unit on the 
tariff question | now than in earlier days. 


Ir has been stated of late in several of the 

city papers that one of the Aldermen is en- 
gaged in a patient and perststent violation of 
the fire ordinahce—that he is running up a 
frame shanty between two brick buildings, 
thus directly endangerimg the property of 
others. There has been no denial of the truth 
of these statements. The Alderman in ques- 
tion has not risen in his place in the Coun- 
cil and declared that he was not violating an 
ordinance which itis his duty to see is en- 
forced. It is said that the city authorities 
have taken cognizance of the affair so far as 
tosend a policeman around every now and 
then to order those working on this frame 
structure to stup work. They obey, and when 
the officer has turned his back they pick 
up their tools again. The building is go- 
ing up contrary to the ordinances and not in 
accordahce with the terms of the permit taken 
out. Yet nothing is done except to remon- 
strate mildly with the offender. 
Of course, Aldermen must have their little 
privileges, but it is asserted that they are not 
the only violators of the fire ordinance, and 
that ita provisions are constantly disregarded. 
The underwriters believe this to be true, and 
they are discussing the advisability of raising 
the insurance rates in consequence of it. They 
say that if risks are made greater premiums 
should go up. Should they carry out their in- 
tention the innocent will have to suffer for the 
sins of the guilty. The rates will be raised on 
every one because a few men have disregarded 
the law and some city. officers have allowed 
them to do so. 

The number of persons in this city who take 
out fire insurance policies is large. They 
ought to have influence enough with the city 
government to secure the rigid enforcement 
of the building ordinances, even agaiust Al- 
dermen, and thus escape the additional tax 
which the underwriters may otherwise deem. 
it necessary to collect from them. 


THE NORTH AND SOUTH SIDE SUBWAY. 

Not long before the Christmas holidays the 
Joint Committee on Streets and Alleys for 
the North and South Divisions held their sec- 
ond meeting to consider Mrs. May’s subway 
project and adjourned without date. The 
mem bers should be called togefher this week 
and resume the consideration of the ordinance, 
which ought to be passed soon if it is desired 
to have the improvement con.pleted in time 
for the World’s Fair. 

At the last meeting along communication 
was read from Mr. F. H. Winston, setting 
forth his objections to the ordinance, none of 
which should have any weight with the com- 
mitteemen. The first was that the proposed 
subway would spoil or damage Pine street, on 
which he owns several lots and houses near the 
Water Works. The facts disprove such an as- 
sertion. Pine street comes te an end ina 
soap factory at Kinzie street. The subway 
plan, if carried out, would extend Pine street 
south to Washington, prolonged eastward 
across the Lake-Front to meet the proposed 
prolongation of Indiana avenue, extendéd 
northward along the [llinois Central tracks. 
It would also connect Pine street with Michi- 
gan avenue via Washington or Madison. 

What is there in this to damage property on 

Pine street? It would not rob Mr. Winston 
of the distant prospect of the soap factory, 
preaching its perpetual lesson that cleanliness 
is next to godliness, but it would enable him 
and his neighbors to go from their homes to 
the heart of the city safely and without delay. 
All Pine street property north of Illinois 
would be increased greatly in value and that 
between Kinzie and Illinois would be benefit- 
ed because the street would be widened for 
those blocks. The tunnel is not to be.a nar- 
row, badly-lighted one, with a steep grade, 
but it is to be brilliantly lighted and to have 
a broad, easy descent. It is meant that it 
shall be a boulevard tunnel. These are facts 
which Mr. Winston appears to be ignorant of. 
Otherwise he would not rush forward to 
attack such an important improvement on 
such untenable grounds. 

Does it seam to Mr. Winston that it is of no 
value to persons. or property east of Clark 
street to secure the practical extension of the 
great South Side boulevard northward to Lin- 
coln Park, Evanston, and Fort Sheridan? 
The subway is the missing link which, if 
supplied, would connect the Lake-Shore drive 
and the Sheridan Road with the South Side 
boulevards running to Washington and Jack- 
son Parks. The day that connection 1s made 
Mr. Winston and Mr. Washington Heging, 
another objector, will add to the selling price 
of their North Side property many times the 
amount of any special assessments which they 
may be called on to pay. 

Another objection made by Mr. Winston is 
couched in the form of an appeal to preju- 
dices. He says the intention is to build the 
subway for the use of a class —for those 
who keep carriages, and that as he does not 
keep one the tunnel would not benefit him. Is 
it his impression that the South Side boule- 
vard is used only by those who keep private 
carriages? If he will investigate he will find 
that that thoroughfare is used by thousands of 
cabs, hacks, and livery carriages which carry 
passengers for hire, as well as by private 


vehicles. The use of the May tunnel would 


de equally general. Mr. Winston himself 
could hire a cab for a quarter and go through 
it to his home, as thousands of others would 
do. The subway would be of Value to persons 
belonging to all classes, to thogs who ride in 
their own carriages and those who hire a con- 
veyance for a half or a quarter of a dollar, 

It is true that the tunnel would not be epen 
to everything that goes on wheels. Trucks,

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_ STILL Aar % ON A SHIP CANAL. 
One of the valley papers says that the Sani- 
tary District act was 
the result of a compromise between Chicago. and 
the valley, by which Chicago contracted to fur- 


well as simplifying the water supply question. 
The city cannot make contracts which would 
be in violation of the Constitution of the State, 
nor can it perform any act forbidden by that 
instrument. Neither Chicago, the Sanitary 
District, nor the State.can cut a navigable 
channel as such. This district may cut a chan- 
nel for drainage purposes which may be avail- 
able for navigation, but the latter must be a 
mere incident of the work. Hence the chan- 
nel must be no larger than is needed for drain- 
age or sanitation purposes. If made larger, 
in order that it may be more navigable, then 


| the Constitution is disobeyed. The decision 


of the Supreme Court sustaining the law solely 
becausé of its satiitary features is worth re- 
perusal by the ship-canallers. Where sanita- 
tion ends unconstitutionality begins. 

A channel with a capacity of 300,000 cubic 
feet per minute between here and Joliet would 
meet all sanitaty requirements, and would Be. 
of decided incidental benefit to navigation. 
A channel with Mr. Cooley’s pet capacity of 
600,000 cubic feet per minute would be larger 
than is needed for sanitary purposes, and 
would be of no more benefit—incidental or 
direct—to navigation than the smaller one. 

The demand for this immense flow of water 
and a double-size rock-cut is made on the as- 
sumption that the Federal Government will 
take hold of the work and provide eighteen 
feet of water from Joliet to the mouth of the 
Illinois. If Congress fails to do that the val- 
ley people will have to admit that the Sanitary 
District has fooled away its money, provided it 
has been silly enough to expend it as they dé 
sire. 

Congress has made great appropriations for 
river and harbor improvements during the 
last century, but there is nothing in its most 
wasteful donations to justify the expectation 
that it will enter on the construction of a 
waterway between Joliet and the Mississippi 
River of much greater depth than that river 
itself furnishes. The depth between Alton 
and Cairo does not exceed seven feet during 
the months from June to March, and farther 
up the river, between Alton and Rock Island, 
it is even less, During the summer and fall 
months of the year there is less than five feet. 
Whoever expects that the government will 
provide fourteen feet of water in the Illinois 
to connect with six or seven in the Mississippi 
is going to be disappointed. 

The most that the General Government ever 
will do for the Illmois will be to provide a 
seven-foot channel and decent barge naviga 
tion. If it can be prevailed on to undertake 
the work it-will go at it by enlarging the pres- 
ent canal and locks between Joliet and La 
Salle so that they will accommodate barges 
and the steamers which will tow them. If the 
Hennepin Canal ever is built it will have a 
depth of only seven feet, which will be about 
six feet in the clear. Congress having decided 
on that depth will not make a deeper channel 
between Joliet and Hennepin. Nor is Con- 
gress, with its lessened revenues and with an 
absence of big surpluses, going to enter on the 
labor of deepening the Mississippi to fourteen 
feet up to Alton or the unending toil of maip- 
taining that depth. The Cooleyites might just 
as well understand that there will be no more 
than seven feet from Joliet to the mouth of 
the Illinois, and hence no necessity for the 
deep and wide channel between here and 
Joliet which they say must be constructed. 

The drainage channel, if cut in accordance 
with the plans of the old board, would meet 
the sanitary needs of the district, and it would 
also furnish a channel as navigable as the 
Constitution permits the district to make. The 
‘proposed channel, with its flow of 300,000 
cubic feet a minute, would furnish good navi- 
gation for barges and the steamers that tow 
them. 

If that sensible vlan is abandoned and an 
attempt made to cut an enormous ditch 
through the rock with a capacity of 600,000 
cubic feet per minute, which is more than is 
required for sanitary purposes, and hence a 


defiance of the Constitution, the outcome will, 


be that nothing will be done, and the naviga- 
tion of the Illinois will remain in the state it 
is in now. 5 
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DEATH OF GEORGE B. CLARK. 

The first day of 1892 will long be remembered 
by many astronomers as having been the last 
in the life of George B. Clark of Cambndgeo- 
port, Mass. He died at the age of 65 years, 
about forty-five of which were devoted to the 
manufacture of telescopes and appliances for 
use in connection with them. He was the eld- 
est son of Alvan Clark, who, born in 1804, 
turned his attention at the age of 40 from pho- 
tography to the making of telescopes. Aided 
by his two sons he effected a revolution in 
practical optics by giving to the world instru- 
ments far superior in defining power to any 
that had previously been used. This fact led 
up to the making of bigger ones, which would 
have been of useless size under old methods of 
construction. The first really great success, 
acknowledged by astronomers everywhera to 
be such, was the equatorial telescope for the 
Dearborn Observatory in this city, having an 
aperture of eighteen and a half inches. It 
was finished in 1862, and mounted 
here four years later, being then as 
for long afterwards at once the largest 
and best refractor on the face of the globe. 
The plating of that instrument in position 
was one of the latest pieces of work done by 
the father. Since then the work has been car- 
ried on by the sons on tho lines laid down by 
the old man,” but with an eye to further im- 
provements. They have made glasses for the 
principal observatories of ail countries and a 
multitude of smaller ones, the great ainbition 
being to build each time one larger and better 
thau any preceding it. The first notable ad- 
vance over the Chicago work was the con- 
struction of two telescupes, cach having an 
aperture of nearly two feet. One of these was 
placed in the National Observatory at Wash- 
ington in 1873 and the other was purchased 
some years later by Leander J. McCormick. 
also of this city, for the Lee University of 
Virginia. A few more strides resulted in the 
production of the monster Lick telescope, 
having an aperture of thirty-six inches. 
This is the biggest yet turned ont, but 
Clark stated that he could make one 
of forty inches, provided anybody wanted one 
of that size, ana the late Gov. Bross entered 
into negotiations for it, intending to donate it 
to the university at Lake Forest. The nego- 
tiation was cut short by the paralytic stroke 
which prevented Mr. Bross from carrying it 
forward, and the forty-inch instrument is still 
in embryo, though there is some talk of order- 
ing it for an observatory to be built near Pas- 
adena, in Southern California. 

The great feature of Mr. Clark’s work was 
the making of abject glasses. Were the glass 
of uniform density it would be a comparative- 
ly easy matter to make it so that all the rays 
passed through it from an object would con- 
verge to a point, there to be magnified by the 
2 pieces. But owing to this irregularity the 


objects that are only a small fraction of a sec- 
ond apart. It is an open secret in astronomical 
circles that it was the eye and hand of George 
Clark which detected and toned ouk the visual 
imperfections and developed the perfect instru- 
ment out of one otherwise imperfect. Hence 
to him more than to any other man belongs 
the credit of having rendered possible the 
great discoveries among the stars that have 
been made in the Jast half of the present cent- | 
ury, and vastly widening the range of facts on 
which must be built up a correct theory of the 
construction of the universe. 


BOYD GETS HI8 GOVERNORSHIP. 
According to Washington dispatches the 
Supreme Court will give a decision tomorrow 
to the effect that James Boyd, the Democratic 


candidate for Governor of Nebraska in 1890, is 


a citizen of the United States and entitled to 
hold the office to which he was elected. The 
Supreme Court of Nebraska decided other- 
wise, and as a result Gov. Thayer has beld 
over for the last nine months. 

Boyd was born in Ireland, but was brought 
to this country when a mere boy by his father. 
The latter took out his first papers, but not his 
final ones. The son supposed that he himself 
was a citizen aud enjoyed all the rights and 
privileges of one without question until his 
election as Governor. 

The chief point made in defense ot his citi- 
zenship was that he was a fesident of the Ter- 
ritory of Nebraska at the time it was admitted 
as a State and that the broad terms of the 

Constitution framed then and of the enabling 
act of Congress. made all inhabitants of the 
Territory citizens of the United States, though 
they might not have been so previously. That 
point, it is understood, is sustainea by the 
Supreme Court. 

It is reported that of thes nine Judges six 
voted in the affirmative and three in the neg- 
ative. In the Nebraska Supreme Court the 
vote was one in the affirmative and two in the 
negative. The question was not therefore 
one without difficulties, and the lower court, 
which was overruled, may console itseif with 
the reflection that a third of the Judges of the 
highest court accepted its interpretation of the 
law. 

It ig better in every way that the decision 
should be in favor of Boyd. To all intents 
and purposes he was a citizen. He was also 
the choice of the people of Nebraska for Gov- 
ernor. Were he to be kept out of the office 
during his entire term and a holdover be al- 
lowed to fill the place great dissatisfaction 
would be created in Nebraska. It is not usual 
for Supreme Court decisions to be known in 
advance, but it is to be hoped that there is no 
mistake in this report 48 to its findings, and 
that the man whom the people elected will be 
allowed to take his seat. Then the Democrats 
will not be able to use Boyd’s case as an ex- 
cuse for giving seats in other States to Demo- 

crats who were not the choice of the people. 


‘ ONVEsTIGATING THE STREET- CAR QUES- 
TION. 

During the last two weeks there has been 
but little public grumbling about the street- 
cur service. The explosion of wrath which 
took place early last month has been followed 
by a period of comparative calm. This may 
be due to the soothing influences of the holi- 
day season, preaching “ peace on earth and to 
men good will,” or to the fact that the subject 
of providing seats for all who travel in the 
street-cars has been referred to a committee. 
As a general thing the people of the United 
States have a touching faith in a committee. 
No matter-how acute and continuous a griev- 
ance may be they cease growling about it 
after a regular committee with a Chairman 
and Secretary and appropriate subcommittees 
has taken the matter in hand. Its delibera- 
tions generally amount to nothing, but that 
does not shake the faith of the people in this 
way of securing relief. 

Of the two bodies of men who have been 
looking into the question of crowded street- 
cars one has done good work by collecting 
some figures which give an idea of the vast 
numbers of people who collect in the business 
district during the day, and who leave it be- 
tween 5 and 7 in the evening. During those 
hours the street-cars carry home over 75,000 
persons and the steam-cdrs 40,000. No esti- 
mates are given as to the number who walk, 
but it must be great, as all will agree who 
have seen the streams of pedestrians on State, 
Madison, Lake, and other streets, 

This great army, which gets out of the 
heart of the city as best it can every week-day 
evening, is made up chiefly of persons whose 
employment isin the basiness district, but it 
includes also large nambers of women who 
come down-town to engage in that particular 
kind of work called shopping. They have 
often been advised and requested to finish 
their labors at an early hour and get out of 
the way of the toilers. They have not taken 
that advice, asserting that they know their 
own business best, as they probably do. And 
as long as the big dry-goods stores remain in 
the section where they are now women will 
continue to visit them in increasing numbers. 
Even if the river and its branches were filled 
up the dry-goods stores and the bargain 
counters would not budge from 9 present 
location. 

The committee reports that of those who 
are carried home on street-cars during the 
„rush hours about half have to stand. It 
suggests various plans, some of which seem to 
be practicable, whereby the companies could 
add to their facilities and lessen somewhat the 
number of those who stand. But it seems to 
recognize the impossibility of giving ꝶ seat 
for a fare,” especially as the population will 
more than keep pace with the increased ac- 
commodations. As long as there is a rush“ 
hour there will continue to be a lack of beats. 

Looking at the matter from one point of 
view the street railroad lines are entitled to 
some respect. They perform every evening 
the herculean task of transporting a grand 
army corps of men and women to their homes. 
To move seventy-five regiments, each a thou- 
sand strong, though the distance to be traveled 
is but a few miles, 1s not an easy job. It is 
one which calls for the exercise of a good deal 
of managing ability. 

About all that the various committees have 
succeeded in showing thus far is that this is a 
very large city, that the number of persons to 
be transported is great and growing, that the 
facilities of the present roads are inadequate, 
but can be enlarged somewhat, especially on 
the South Side, but that they wil! be msuf- 
ficient even then. Evidently the relief will 
have to be afforded by new roads. On the 
South Side there is an elevated line which is 
approaching completion. There is one on the 
West Side, work on which is to be resumed. 
If they prove quite profitable unquestionat ly 
others will be constructed soon, but even then 
there will be crowding and packing. The peo- 
ple will insist on doing business in the busi- 
ness district, and that district will be always a 
comparatively small one. 

The suggestion was made by Mr. Yerkes, 
and it was a curious one to come from à prac- 
tical man, that the river and the branches 


should be filled up, his idea being seemingly 
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moving 7 would be ented The value 
of the transportation facilities he speaks so 
eamly of is gteater than that of 
his and, all the cable roads many times 
over. Ine main river and the two branches 
cannot be replaced by docks along the lake 
shore. If an attempt were made to do it 
there would be ah intolerable freight conges- 
tion. These waterways will not be ‘obliter- 
ated, and if they were the business district 
would not procedd to expand as Mr. Yerkes 
imagines. ‘Che number of personsto be takea 
toand from the First Ward would not lessen. 

There will alwhys be crowding on the cats 
and the people will put up with it good- 
naturedly. But what exasperates them and 
What ought to be pfovided against is a break- 
down of cable systems, which denies them the 
poor privilege of bemg crowded. What the 
roads ought to dg in their own interest—and 
they can do it—is to perfect their methods 
and mechanical appliances so that there shall 
He no more of those delays and stoppages 
which are becoming more unendurable as the 
population growg, Cables will wear out, but 
they, should be replaced before they break, 
and not afterwards. Snowstorms will come. 
but the roads should not allow them to inter- 
fere with their operation, as they did last 
month. The roads are not perfect and their 
managers not infallible, two facts of which the 
latter often seem to be ignorant. 


CUSTER’S LAST BATTLE. 

It is now fifteen years ago that the country 
was shocked with the details of the hopeless 
battle fought by Gen. Custer with the flower 
of his Seventh Cavalry against the Sioux hos- 
tiles at the Littlé Big Horn: The leader of 
that fatal expedition was one of the most gal- 
lant spirits in the army. His regiment was one 
of the most dashirig, and, prior to that time, the 
most invincible. Together they had fought 


many a battle, and success had attended them 


s long that it was impossible to realize at 
first that they had been annihilated by the 
‘largely superior force of Indians. 

What is now believed to be the true story of 
that fatal day is told in the January number of 
the Century by Capt. E. S. Godfrey of Troop 
K of the Seventh Cavalry, who was with that 
column of the regiment commanded by Col. 
Reno, who, it will be remembered, had orders 
to join Gen. Custer and failed to do so. His 
narrative will enable the reader to form a 
correct idea of the operations of that day. 
Capt. Godfrey has not been content to rely 
upon his memory for what transpired at that 
time. Ten years after the battle was fought 
he revisited the ground, taking with him 
Chief Gaul and other prominent Indians who 
fought against Custer. Together they went 
ever the ground, and he learned from them 
all the details of the fight, which throw some 
fresh light upon its mournful record. Capt. 
Godfrey tells the story of the battle 
in minute detail and with a tem- 
perateness which will commend it to 
the püblio. He does not weaken it by 
abuse of Col. Reno, nor, on the other hand, by 
excessive laudation of Gen. Custer. He states 
facts and lets them speak for themselves. 
His summary of the causes which led to the 
defeat, based upon these details, is interest- 
ing. They were, first. the overpowering num- 
bers of the enemy and their perfect cohesion. 


They had nothing conclusive on which to base 
calculations of the nimbers—and to this day it 
seeths almost incredible that such great numbers 
of Indians should have left the agencies, to com- 
bine against the troops, without information re- 
lating thereto havi been communicated to the 
commanders of trvors in the field, farther than 
that heretofore mentioned. 

Second, Reno’s panic rout from the val 
ley, about which the Indians themselves say: 


if Reno’s position iu the valley had been held. 
they would have been compelled to divide their 
strength for the different attacks, which would 
have caused confusion and apprehension, and 
prevented the concentration of every able-bodied 
warrior upon the battalion under Custer; that, at 
the time of the discovery of Custer’s advance to 
attack, the chiefs gave orders for the village to 
move, to break up; that, at the time of Reno's re 
treat, this order was being carried out, but as 
soon as Reno’s retreat was assured the order was 
coutitermanded, and the squaws were compelled 
to return with the pony herds; that the order 
would not have been countermanded had Reno’s 
forces remained fighting in the bottom. Custer's 
attack did hot begin until after Reno had reached 
the bluffs. 

The third cause was the defective extraction 


of the empty cartridge shells from the car- 
bines, of which Capt. Godfrey says: When 
cartridges were dirty and corroded the ejectors 
did not always extract the empty shells from 
the chambers, and the men were compelled to 
use knives to get them out. When the shells 
were clean no great difficulty was experienced. 
To what extent this was a factor in causing 
the disaster we have no means of knowimg.’ 


It 18 sufficient, however, that where the odds 


were so Overwhelming, twenty to one, a delay 
of this kind could only add to the fatality, 
and it is not relieved by the fact, which 80 
often has been conspicuous, that the Indians 
were not troubled by any stich cause, but had 
their arms in perfect condition. Capt. Godfrey’s 
article is supplemented by eomments upon it 
made by Gen. Fry, in which he takes the 
ground that had Gen. Custer been supported 
by Col. Reno as he should have been the ter- 
rible sacrifice of life wight have been spared, 
though even then our troops must have been 
defeatea by overpowering numbers, by the 
ignorance of the coustry, and by sending out 
three large columns, Gibbons’, Terry’s, and 
Crook’s, with no means of communication 
with eavh other. 

These papers possess extraordinary value 
from the historical point of view, but they are 
specially ncteworthy as contributing to do 
justice to the memory of one of the bravest 
officers that ever led a regiment. He was 
idolized by his soldiers and by the people in his 
life. It is fortunate, therefore, that the real 
story of his tragic fate has been told at last.

BANK CLEARINGS ¢ OF THE YEAR. 

It was remarked in last Friday’s issue of 
Tur Tarnung that “Chicago has for several 
mouths past been running a neck-and-neck 
race with Boston for the second place on the 
list of American cities in the table of bank 
clearings. Since then the Hconomist of this 
city presents the footings cf last year for Bos- 
ton as $4,731,953,293, which exceeds the total 
for Chicago by about 6 per cent. But the 
Boston clearings for 1890 exceeded ours by a 
little more than 25 percent. For last year 
they decreased 7,7 per cent, while ours in- 
creased nearly 9 per cént. According to this 
rate of progress we are fully on an equality 
with Boston now, because the figures above 
given should strictly be construed as the aver- 
age for the middle of last year. Boston has 
really fallen behind nearly as much as the 
average of 8 per cent for all the cities report- 
ing, and three times a¢ much as the average 
of 2½ per cent of detrease for all the points 
outside of New York. The great city on Man- 
hattan Island shows a footing of $33,200,000,000, 
which is 12 per cent less than for 1890 in spite of 
an active crop movement through that port. 
The clearings at New York, outside of the rail- 
way, telegraph, and industrial share transac- 
tions in Wall street, are estimated at $23,200,- 
000,000, or 8 per cent loss than for 1890, the re- 
duced total being nearly five times that of Bos- 
ton. The following are percentages of decrease

cent, and where it would be necessary to have 
vo boilers to furnish the steam required with the 
common ordinary furnace. with the down-draft 
furnace four boilers will be sufficient to furnish 
same amount of power, so that power is gained 
atthe same time that the smoke nuisance is 
abated. And further still, there being no smoke 
or soot to fili up the flues, smaller tubes can be 
used and the heating surface of boiler be greatly 
increased without the necessity.of brushing out 
the tubes every day.

any Chicagoans who visit New York will 
remember that the city cannot be reached 
except by one route without crossing the 
Hudson River in a ferryboat and land a 
mile or two from any part of the city, thes 
may wish to reach. This is not New York’s 
fault—the river is older than the railroads, 
and there have been many plans devised for 
moving trains over or under it. Even now a 
tunnel has been pushed nearly half a mile 
from the New Jersey shore. In bridges 
to be built the competition is lively. 
There are two distinct companies with differ- 
ent projects, and each wants itself regarded as 
the original, genuine, and only. One of them 
has just broken ground on both sides of the 
river, the shovel being wielded by Andrew H. 
Green, once Controller of the city and longa 
close personal friend of Samuel J. Tilden, be- 
ing also one of Mr. Tilden’s executors. The 
other company is hot breaking ground, but 
appears to be laying a great deal of pipe at 
ashington. Each wants to build a railroad 
bridge over which all the railroads which now 
end at the Jersey side of the Hudson may move 
their trains into this city. Neither cares 
to have a rival, for either enterprise will be 
tremendously costly and will need ati the busi- 
ness in order to pay expenses. The National 
Government has something to say ou the sub- 
ject, its permission being necessary and also 
its approval of the plans, but it is not at all 
likely that Uncle Sam will throw any obstacles 
in the way of either company. New Jersey, as 
a State, is hungry for bridges, and could afford 
to build one herself for the purpose of secur- 
ing that portion of the city’s overflow 
which must find homes near by 
but objecta to crossing rivers in 
ferryboats. While the effort is being made to 
bridge the North River an innocent-looking 
bill has gone to Congress which, should it 
ass, will condemn a large portion of Brook- 
yn’s population that works in New York to 
cross the river by boat for all time to come, 
the bill providing that there shall be no more 
bridges over the East River. New York is 
rapidly becoming, through its geographical 
position, a most anomalous city. A million 
people whose livelihood is earned in it cahnot 
afford to live in it, being neither very rich 
nor very poor, yet. all ways out 
of it, except the single bridge to 
Brooklyn, are inconvenient and uncertain. 
Not much of the world’s surface remains to 
be colonized, but should any citizen of the 
metropolis be a memberof a party which 
shall attempt to found a new city he will ob- 
ject strongly to island sites—unless he knows 
how to manage a ferry company.

Boston women are much maligned. The 
popular caricature of the fair Bostonian as a 
lean, pedantic, spectacled, polysyllabic spin- 
ster who lives on baked beans and brown 
bread and Schopenhauer is as malicious a 
slander as the one which pictures the Chicago 
girl with her heels on the shore of Lake Mich- 
igan and her toes dabbling in the Mississippi. 

Boston women are sometimes beautiful, and 
it is the rare beauty that has a soul radiating 
from every exquisitely moldea line. Boston 
women are often charmmg, and when charm- 
ing they leave nothing to be desired in that 
indescribable ensemble—a charming woman. 
Boston women, too, are often intellectual, and 
when thus endowed they are the most delight- 
ful companions of all the brilliant, brainy 
sisterhood. But when the Boston woman is 
neither beautiful, nor charming, nor intel- 
lectual—well—everything is superlative in 
Boston. And if the body be sim- 
ply the material expression of the 
mind—-how could it be otherwise, for dead- 
levelism in anything there means physical, 
moral, or spiritual death. Boston is at once 
che hotbed of pre-millenarianism and the 
culture of Nirvana. Spiritualism has erected 
a granite temple on one of its most fashiona- 
ble avenues, and ritualism is preparing to get 
possession of the most beautiful temple of 
worship in America.

The really charming Boston woman has but 
one weakness, and this weakness 1s indeed 
one of her greatest charms.

MAKING A PROPHECY. 


IT IS EASY TO PREDICT BUT NOT 
: TO BE ACCURATE. 


Bob Burdette Reveals a Few Secrets of. 


“The Tomb of the Prophets“ Some In- 
spirations He Is Thankful the World 
Never Knew Becoming Proficient iu 
the Dream Business Presidential Proph - 
ecies and What Might Have Happened— 
Men Who “Catch the Speaker’s Eye.” 
Some years ago F discovered that, like Saul, 
I was becoming mixed up somewhat with the 
prophets. Now, I have the profoundest re- 
spect for prophets who are to the manner 
born; and had I received my call to inspired 
life at my birth or earlier I would be exalted 
above measure by the honor thus laid upon 


me and I would préphesy, and cry aloud, and. 


spare not whenever there was anything to 
predict. But young as I was, even at that 
time, when I was not old enough to be very 
young, I observed that the home-made, and, 
worse still, the hand-made, article of prophet 
was asnare at many times, a delusion the rest 
of the time, and in other instances a fra ad. 

I cured myself of the habit of predicting 
things by a very simple method. I took sev- 
eral doses of ny own medicine, It produced, 
in the time of fulfillment, severe headache, 
accompanied by a sense of mal de mer, low 
fever, great mental depression, and a tired 
feeling, supplemented by an intermittent de- 
sire to go away somewhere in the dark until 
people forgot all about it. After my recovery, 
which was somewhat retarded during the 
period of convalescence by my stumbling 
over records of my prophecy now and then, I 
procured a strong box, not too large, and 
labeled it The Tomb of the Prophets. 

Thereafter whenever I felt a strong desire 
to predict something instead of rushing 
into print with it, I wrote it down in plain, 
fair script, dated it, and put it into this box. 
Then, some long rainy day, I would overhaul 
the Tomb of the N and read my 
predictions in the light of events. Some- 
times the parallel columns would be too funny 
—with hopelessly unconscious humor—for 
anything. Sometimes they would make my 
heart swell with a feeling of devout, humble 
thankfulness that a kind Providence had kept 
me back from rushmg into print with some 
particular prediction, even when angels would 
loiter abo ut on the outside of the tents of 
Deiphos, and ‘sometimes they would afford 
what Horace Greeley used to call “ mighty in- 
teresting reading.”’ 

By degrees I got to interring other unregen- 
erate prophets, who had not learned the secret 
of keeping their prophetic uttePances to them- 
selves, into thé consecrated crypt of my pri- 
vate cemetery. This increased the scope of 
my prophetic reading; and, while it is not al- 
ways instructive, it never fails to be enter- 
— Here is a hint for you for 1892, my 
boy. Whether you clip out of the news rs

11, 1891. Now there is a good prophecy for 
you. And I suppose it was brought to 
naught by the greedy, selfish, carelessness. of 
people. I sup we forgot all about it, 
and went right along buying and sell 
ing, marrying’ and giving in marriage— 
which are all the same things 
—on the llth of April untl the day was past 
and we were on our way home from an hour’s 
improvement under the elevating teaching of 
the stage in Brass Monkey,” Hole in the 
Ground, or “The Clemenceau Case, before 
we remembered that we should have wound 
things up that very afternoon.

tional establishments. Recent regulations 
have decided that nc Jew shall be an army 
doctor. The only college for veterinary sur- 

ns, that at Charkov, has n closed 
them. Jews cannot be engineers, they are 
excluded from the civil service, and indeed all 
public offices. The profession of advocate, in 
which Jews have had — success, is now 
closed except to-those w 
mit of the Minister of Justice—a pérmit 
which recent experience has shown is never 
iven. The Russian law in effect says: You 
f ews may study for the law, but you must not 
practice at the bar. You may study to be en- 
gineers, but you must not act in that -capa- 
city.’’ There can be little doubt that these 
illiberal measures have been adopted, partly 
at least, in order to lessen the number of 
those who can escape from the Pale. 

A class of Russian Jews that are permitted 
free movement through the land of their birth 
is that of merchants of the first guild who 
have paid their subscription—1,000 rubles an- 
nually—for five years inside the Pale and who 
continue to pay the same outside it. It is ob- 
vious that this class can be but small and is 
not an unwelcome one to the minor officials, 
whose income is largely supplemented by 
blackmail. These merchants, too, have severe 
restrictions placed upon them. 


Results of the Expulsions. 


The recent Russian legislation concerning 
the Jews has been insidiously and carefully 
directed to two points—to force all Jews into 
the towns within the Pale and to reduce the 
number of those outside it as far as possible. 
An estimate has been made of the number of 
Russian Jews who will be dislodged from their 
homes by the new restrictions. It is rough, 
but may be useful to define the situation even 
approximately:

ut already the mass of misery that has been 
3 by the congestion is appallmg. Jews 

ve always been poorest class of all 
Russians, owing to their large families and 
heavy taxes, reckoned to be half as much 
again as those of a Russian Christian dis- 
senter. But the new policy of cooping them 
up in towns has made their poverty more pro- 
nounced. Thereare said to be over 25,000 
Jewish paupers in Berditschev, the Russian 
Je m, and throughout the Pale thousands 
of families have only one meal a day 
and not even that if the head of the family 
has not found work during the day. The con- 
paren of the Jews in the towns forces them 

to the petty trades and sweated urban in- 
dustries. They are obliged often to work and 
live in the same room to the number of fif- 
teen. No wonder those who take refuge in 
other countries find a life in the slums pref- 
erable to — extremity of misery. The 
doping up in towns is beginning to tell most 
terribly on the morbidity and general vitality 
of the i Jews. The vast bulk of the 
Jews are ut the present moment living on the 
verge of starvation, which is only kept off by 
the admirable way in which they help one an-

THERE ARE 80,000,000 PEASANTS 
STARVING IN RUSSIA. 


Panic Is on Among the Poor and the 
Rich, and the Government Realizes that 
a Horrible Calamity Is Impending— 
Tolstoi Is Working Heroically—He Ad- 
vises, the Government to Buy 150,000,- 
000 Fushels of Grain from America— 
Murder and Robbery Resorted To. 
Sr. Perarspura, Dec. 15.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.|—A ruler before whom both the 
proud Czar and the humble serf tremble now 
holds sway in this mighty Empire. Famine is 
Emperor! Famine, accompanied by pestilence 
and murder, holds Russia in its relentless 
grip; and an agonized cry of woe rises from 
the lips of rich and poor alike. A terrible 
feeling of dreaded forebodings pervades all 
classes of society. The rich and aristocratic 
circles feel the icy blast of these cries of hunger 
rising all about them and ask themselves 
tremblingly if the time is near at hand when 
the order of society, which as yet flour- 
ishes in Russia, is to be replaced by one more 
just and beneficial for the poor, though less 
pleasant for the rich and powerful. 

The government has troubles without end, 
chiefly arising from the fact that it was entire- 
ly unprepared for this dreadful catastrophe. 
Certain it is that of the vast sum of $175,000,- 
000 already expended by the government the 
starving peasantry received little or nothing, 
and it will be necessary to expend an equal 
sum before the winter is over, without the 
certainty even then that the misery has been in 
any appreciable degree alleviated, because 1t

is impossible to tell how many of these mill- 


ions, during the long journey from the Treas- 
ury to the poor, find their way into various 
pockets and how many reach the cottages of 
the starving peasants. Really, of what use is 
it to give the starving wretches a few paper 
rubles whén there is no way for them to 
change the money for bread. 
Tolstoi’s Heroic Efforts. 

The celebrated author, Leo Tolstoi, assisted 
by his family, 1s truly heroic in his efforts to 
give relief to the suffering. In a recent article 
to Ruskija Vjadomosti he describes the con 
dition in Russia in the darkest colors, and his 
name is a suffleient guarartee of the truth- 
fulness of his description. Tolstoi points first 
to the danger of entertaining too sanguine 
ideas in reference to Russia’s available sup- 
ply of grain. The consequences of such 
errors would be the atarv to death of mill- 
ions of human beings the incentive to

timated at 30,000,000! Before the ukase pro- 
hibiting the export of grain was in operation 
enormous quantities had already been shipped 
to neighboring countries where the crops had 
been poor, though not a total failure, and pow 
the result is that there are no reserve stocks 
of grain left in Russia. During the last seven 
years bread has been plentiful in Russia, but 
this year’s lack of money, from which the gov- 
ernment as well as individuals suffered, caused 
even old stocks of grain to be exhausted be- 
fore autumn. 

In the District of Dankow, where Tolstoi is 
at present, there is no grain to be purchased. 
He says he met two peasants who told him 
they had traveled forty miles about the neigh- 
borhood vainly endeavoring to buy seventy- 
five pounds of flour. All stores were empty. 
In the cities in this district there is flour, but 
it is not retailed except on market days. 

Panic on All Sides. 

The approaching crisis is also shown from 
the wild panic which has seized all classes, 
even the higher and 2 ones. A vague, 
unconquerable terror has deprived the people 
of the ability to act rationally. Even the gov- 
ernment suffers from this cause, which is 
8 shown from the manner in which re- 

ief is distributed and from the way the taxes 
are enforced. Heavy taxes are exacted not 
only from the wealthy classes of the peasantry, 
but the poor are also burdened, the govern- 
ment evidently forgetting that the latter al- 
ways are in debt to the former. 

The same deplorable confusion reigns 
among the officials. Everybody 1s running 
hither and thither without aim or action, while 
the peasants in thousands rush blindly about 
seeking work in the large cities, and always 
returning without having secured employment. 
Tolstoi ends with an eloquent appeal, or 
rather command, to the rich and well-to-do 
classes to look the danger squarely in the eye 
and take the necessary measures to meet it.

Violence and Death Prevail.

While in certain 
places the people become unmanageable and 
resort to violence, in others, the stillness of 
death pervades—a grewsome calin that freezes 
the heart and benumbs the tongue of the wit- 
ness to such scenes as the representative of 
Novoje Vremja describes.

CAREER OF THE OLD CONSTELLATION. 


First a Brave Fighter, Then a Messenger of 
Mercy to Famine-Stricken People. 

New York Times: The fact that Secretary 
Tracy, in a letter to Senator W. D. Washburn, 
signifies his willingness to assign the sailing 
ship Constellation to tb duty of carrying to 
the starving people of Russia the flour and 
breadstuffs given for that purpose by the 
Northwestern millers recalis the fact tnat this 
ship has been on asimilar mission before. 
This was in 1845, when immense quantities of 
provisions were given by the Americans for 
the starving people of Ireland. 

The Constellation is a pretty old ship now, 
and many of her timbers will not stand the 
hardships of long cruises in succeeding years, 
so that her mission to Russia, if accomplished, 
will we be her last active duty afloat. It 
will a fitting end to the career of a famous 
old man-of-war. 

The old Constellahop, nearly all of whose 
original frames have been repaired and re- 
built in the present ship, was completed and 
launched at Norfolk in May, 1800, being the 
second vessel launched under the then new 
organization of the navy. Commodore 
Stephen Decatur’s squadron in the West In- 
dies was her first assignment to duty. 

Before the close of this cruise she encoun- 
tered the French frigates L’Insurgents and La 
Vengeance, trouble with France being then in 
progress, and defeated them both, although 
the enemy were greatly superior in guns and 
men. She lost her mainmast in this action, a 
midshipman, and seven topmen going with it. 
A gold medal was given to Commodore Trux- 
ton, her commander, by Congress for his gal- 
lantry. 

When in the Mediterranean on its second 
cruise the Constellation, then in command of 
Capt. H. Campbell, joined the American 
squadron off Tripoli, a squadron famous in 
naval annals. ‘The frigate Constitution, with 
Commodores Decatur and Preble and Mid- 
shipman McDonough, figured in the attack 
which followed the Constellation’s arrival, 
After the victory ttie frigate proceeded to Sy- 
racuse ahd saw no more active duty of a war- 
like sort until June, 1813, when she was block- 
aded by alarge English force. Several at- 
tempts were made to destroy or capture it by 
boats from the English fleet, all of which re- 
sulied in heavy loss to the enemy. 

The Constellation is put down in the old 
records of the navy as a fleet sailorand a 
stanch ship in heavy weather. In her early 
days she is credited with a speed of ten knots 
on a wind and twelve and a half knots free, a 
speed which sbe is known to have maintamed 
even after she had attained to the age of three 
score years and ten. In the summer of 1883. 
when cruising with the naval cadets along the 
edge of the gulf stream, studding sails on, she 
made thirteen knots throughout a whole 
morning. In heavy weather she can outride 
any of the old ships. In her cruise in the 
Mediterranean in 1833, for example, she lived 
through a heavy gale in which a French 80- 
gun ship was lost, and duri the same night 
while lying-to, she wea the French Ad- 
miral's ship seven miles. 

The Constellation has been in every part of 
the navigable globe, and as long as wooden 
sailing ships were the models of the day she 
was among the foremost of her class. Every 
one of her lines is symmetrical, and when she 
sails under a full spread of stun’ sails a pret- 
tier sight cannot befound. She is reported to 
have beaten the whole British fleet on a wind 
in the Mediterranean in 1834. 

Although originally a thirty-six-gun ship the 
Constellation’s battery has been cut down in 
the course of her many alterations until today 
she carries but twelve, these being smooth 
bores of an old type. She carried a pivot gun 
amidships until 1883, when it was taken out 
and her pivot ports built in. For a 
good many years she has 
practice ship attached to the 
Academy for the summer cruise of the 
naval cadets. This cruise only lasts about 
ninety days, and throughout the remainder of 
the year it has been the custom of the depart- 
ment to put her out of commission, "These 
short tours of active duty have resulted in pro- 
longing her life far beyond the period allotted 
to the frigates Independence, Ohio, and 
United States--vessels which were built early 
in the century and which have long since 
passed off the navy list. The Constellation 
returned from her last cruise with the naval 
cadets in fairly good trim, and were it not 
that the new government practice ship will 
soon be completed to take her place at the 
Naval Academy she would doubtless live to 
see’ several more summer cruises, and thus 
perhaps crowu her glorious career with a 
century of service, for some of her timbers at 
least were a part of the first Constellation. 
Senator Tracy’s statement in his letter to 
Senator Washburn, that she “can de sent at 
short notice, shows that the old ship is not 
dead yet.’’

A. OAKEY HALL’S LIBEL SUIT MAY 
IMPUVERISH PROF! BRYCE. 


Experiencing the Costly English Law of 
Which He Wrote—The Author of “The 
American Commonwealth” Has Already 
Spent a Fortune to Defend the Suit— 
The English Commission Now. Kaking 
Over Buried Tweed Iniquities in New 
York. | 


New York World, Dec. 30: No one would 
have imagined when “The American Com- 
monwealth’’ was published, little over two 
years ago, and least of all the author of the 
work, that A. Oakey Hall, then living in Lon- 
don, would see fit to raise all the buried mem- 
ories of the Tweed ring in New York by bring- 
ing a suit for libel against Mr. James Bryce, 
the author of the work. Mr. Bryce is a mem- 
ber of Parliament, a professor in Oxford Uni- 
versity, and one of the most distimguished 
historians in the United Kingdom. 

“The American Commdnwealth” was 
everywhere recognized as the product of a 
master mind, and it placed Prof. Bryce in the 
front rank among modern historians and 
commentators. Yet it was at the very mo- 
ment when the literary world was ringing with 
the praises of the new work ‘that A. Oakey 
Hall brought the suit for libel that is now en- 
grossing the attention of the British Consul in 
this city, Hall took exception to the chapter 
on the Tweed ring in New York, and asserted 
in his complaint that the askertions therein 
made were untrue and damaged him to the 
extent of $50,000, 


Prof. Bryce Did Not Write the Chapter. 

The alleged libelous chapter was not writ- 
ten by Prof. Bryce. Its author was Prof. 
Frank J. Goodnow of Columbia College, and 
it was copyrighted by him and published un- 
der his name as a separate part of “The 
American Commonwealth.“ One of the ob- 
jects of this, it is presumed, was to bring the 
book under the operation of the American 
copyright law of that time. 

In the subsequent editions of the book this 
chapter was left out, Merely: leaving it out, 
however, did not satisfy A, Oakey Hall. He 
was determined to press his suit and seek a 
vindication even if it required opening up 

ain the whole matter of the Tweed ring in 

ew York. And that is just what has taken 
— Under the severe operation of the 

nglish libel law the burden of proof rests 
upon the defendant. Prof. Bryce has, there- 
fore, been put to enormous expense already 
and may be impoverished before the case is 
decided. 

The summons was served upon him within 
a day or two of his. marriage, and the suit 
came upon him as unexpectedly as a clap of 
thunder out of aclear sky. From that day to 
this his life, it is said, has been made a bur- 
den to him by this libel suit. 

Legal pr ings in England are much 
more expensive than they ate in the United 
States, and the litigant finds himself sur- 
rounded on all hands by moss- grown abuses 
that pile up the costs. He cannot come in 
direct contact with his lawyer, but must en- 
gage another < yen of lawyer as an inter- 
mediary, and all demand fat “ retainers.” : 

Prof, Bryca, acting through an eminent 
firin of English solicitors, retained Sir Charles 
Russell as his counsel, 

Sir Charles Russell is considered the most 
successful lawyer in the English courts. He 
exploded the Pigott forgeries for Parneil, de- 
fended the Prince of Wales’ friends in the bac- 
carat scandal, and only a few days since won 
for Lord Russell the suit brought against him 
for divorce. Such a man as Sir Charles Rus- 
sell can only be retained as one’s counsel upon 
the payment of a larger sum of money than 
the average literary man can afford, and Prof. 
Bryce was not a wealthy man. 

The Defendant's Colossal Task. 

Then came the issuance of & commission to 
take testimony in New 5 * This is the 
commission issued by the High Court of Jus- 
tice and now in the hands of the British Con- 
sul in this city. Sir Charles Russell, of course, 
could not come to New York to defend the 
interests of his client. So, again, through 
solicitors, he retained the services of Butler. 
Stillman & Hubbard of No. 54 Wall street to 
act for him. N 

In his study of social Bs any in America 
Prof. Bryce devotes 4 chapter to the bar in 
America, wherein he states that the simplic- 
ity of legal proceedings here, &s between law- 
yer and client, is one of the admirable fea- 
tures of American practice. The red tape 
surrounding trials in England he pronounced 
to be useless, expensive, and antiquated. The 
distinguished author is just now getting a 

ractical illustration. of the abuses he con- 
—— The ‘aking of testimony in a for- 
eign land is one of the most expensive pro- 
ceedings in which a British subject can en- 
gage, as was shown in the Tichborne case, 
where over a million dollars were spent in 
such work. The magnitude of the task before 
Prof. Bryce might well appal any but a mill- 
ionaire. He had to go over the whole history 
of the Tweed ring. e had to prove every one 
of the assertions of the alleged libelous chap- 
ter to be true. 

In this colossal undertaking his counsel in 
this city have been engaged fdr over a month 
in the proceedings before the British Consul. 
Dozens of witnesses have been called upon to 
testify as to what thay knew of the Tweed 
ring, and the whole byried past has been dug 
up. What death and flight have left of that 
epoch in New York has been ‘concentrated in 
the Consul's office on State street. The 
records of the time have been ransacked. The 
Controller’s offive has had to give up its 
documents bearing on the case, the records of 
the Board of Aldermen have been put in evi- 
dence, and the reporta of . com- 
mittees and of court proceedings will form 
but a small part of the immense mass of doc- 
umentary evidence which will be sent back to 
England when the work is completed. For 
all of this, with the attendance of lawyers for 
the examination of witnesses and the thou- 
sand and one legal expenses involved, Prof. 
Bryce has had to pay. 


A Fortune Already Spent. 


It is said that he hag already spent a fortune 
on the case, and that before he gets through, 
even if he wins the suit, it will have cost him 
$150,000. Prof. Goodnow is a scholar so ac- 
eustomed to abstract philosophical considera- 
tions that the idea of being sued for libel for 
what he wrote never o¢curred to him. 

„J was utterly surprised when I heard of 
Oakey Hall's suit,“ said he, when seen yester- 
day by a World reporter at his residence, No. 
25 West Seventy-fourth street. It never oo- 
curred to me that I might have been writing 
libelous matter, and ij would not have oc- 
eurred to anybody else, Of course, I could 


only write upon information belief. I

Prof. Bryce’sa Defense, 

Prof. Bryce has a tovr-fold defense to the 
claim for damages for libel. Atleast that is 
the line which has been pursued before the 
British Consul by Mr. Notman of Butler, 
Stillman & Hubbard, who has thus far repre- 
sented the historian in the proceedings in this 
— The first line of defense 1s a novel one 

in support of it Prof. Bryce’s lawyers 
have put upon the stand many well-known 
literary men in this city. 

It is in effect that Prof. Bryce, as a histor- 
ian, was justified by the facts by literary 
precedent in publishing what he did; that it 
is the just province of such a commentator 
to review historical events like the ex- 
istence of the Tweed ring, and that such 
expositions are demanded by the truth of his- 
tory. In this it is contended that the historian 
must be guided by the records, whether the 
events treated took place twenty years ago or 
100 years ago, and that he cannot be expected 
to personally verify every fact, but must be 
governed by the written record.

There Was No Malice, 

The second line of defense pursued by Prof. 
Bryce’s lawyers here has been that there was 
no malice behind the alleged libelous publi- 
cation. Prof. Goodnow on this point has 
testified that he did not know Mr. Hall, and 
had no personal interest in the doings of the 
Tweed ring beyond that of any other citizen, 
Prof. Bryce, w the case is called in the 
English court, .will also testify that he did 
not know Mr. Hall, and could have no per- 
sonal interest in the matter one way or 
other beyond that of an impartial historian. 

The third defense to the hbel suit is that A. 
Oakey Hall has not been damaged by the pub- 
lication to the extent of £10,000 or any other 
sum, and that he cannot show what lawyers call 
actual damages. It is contended that he 
cannot recover against Prof. Bryce unless he 
proves in ‘court that the alleged libeler was 
animated by malice, and that he has suffered 
actual monetary damages thereby. 

The fourth defense is based upon the merits 
of the case, and this is the one which has 
given the defendant and his lawyers so much 
trouble. This defense is that all the state- 
ments made in the book in reference to Oakey 
Hall are true, and that, consequently, there 
was no libel. In order to substantiate this 
the whole history of the Tweed ring has been 
gone into. In case the three other objections 
are overruled and the case comes to a trial on 
the merits of the alleged libel, then the a 
Court of Justice will have to investigate 
history of the Tweed ring. 


MADE A MARSHAL OF FRANCE. 


The Title Was Once Conferred Upon Gen. 
George Washington. 

Wide Awake: An interesting bit of history 
was told me lately by a direct descendant of 
G. W. Parke Custis. 3 

It seems that when, in 1781, the United 
States sent to France a special Ambassador, 
some difficulty arose between him and the 
French Government as to the command of 
the cormabined armies m America. Col. 
Laurens, the Ambassador, stated very 
firmly that George Washington, our chief, 
must command, “ for it is our cause, and the 
battle on our soil.”” The etiquette of the for- 
eign government. however, exclaimed: ** C’est 
impossible!“ for here was Count de Rocham- 
beau, an old Lieutenant-General, who could 
only be commanded by the King in person or 
a Maréchal de France.

Make our Washington a Maréchal de France 
and the difficulty is at an end. It was done. 
Mr. Custis continues that a friend of his 
heard Gen. Washington spoken of as monsieur 
le Maréchal at the siege of Yorktown.

oped the spirit of specialism has crept into ij 
to a large extent. Club life in general has 
had its historiographers, but its specialties 
have, perhaps, not been so widely comment. 
ed upon. The mgenuity, idiosyncrasies, foo}. 
ishness, and spleen of man have evolved the 
quaintest, most outlandish, maddest ide 
possible as the raison d’étre and ing 
principle of social (or unsocial) clubs, - 

We are told of many such societies, and 
though such statements at second or third 
hand cannot always be implicitly regarded ag 
authoritative, yet there is always enough 
underlying truth to show up another one of 
man’s idiosyncrasies. | 

It seems quite natural, in this age of prog. 
ress, that a Club of the Emancipated” 
should be formed, as we are told it has been 
in Frankfort-on-the-Main. Only those women 
are eligible for membership who will 
promise never to marry, 
been engaged, and are able to pay 
the yearly dues, amounting to 200 marks, 
Shouid a member at any time desire to enter 
the holy state of matrimony after ali, she may 
purchase her liberty at the price of 2000 
marks. Rooms are set apart for smoking, 
billiards, and reading; novels, however, are 
not allowed. „The “club costume” is black 
and semi-masculin@ in character, and the balls

On the other hand, it seems queer that liars 
should band together and publicly proclaim 
themselves as such, yet we are told it has been 
done in Trier. At the monthly meetings of 
this Liars’ club prizes are given to those who 
do the guild most honor. Newspaper-men are 
debarred from membership. Mr. John Ken- 
drick Bangs not long ago told us of a club 
with a distinctly opposite principle. Utter 
truthfulness was the rule in this Candor club, 
and as this included mutual criticism as well 
as commendation, the truth was likely often 
to prove very disagreeable although probably 
beneficial, to the une criticised. Among the 
other clubs that Mr. Bangs mentioned was the 
Thinkers’ club (talking punishable by fine), 
the Chatterbox (talking compulsory), the 
Bachelors’ club (purpose self-evident), the 
Mental Athletic club (a society of prevaricat- 
ors), and the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Music. 

England, it seems, is primarily the country 
of queer and quaint clubs, We are told of the 
Ugly club, which numbered such a gallery of 
hideous physiognomies that the caricaturists 
of that time sought to gain admission to its 
meetings to find subjects of study. The club 
came to an untimely end, as no member de- 
sired the honor of the Presidency, which was 
to fall to the ugliest. A similar idea of. fel. 
lowship in misery caused an erratic English- 
man to project the formation of the No Nose 
club,” an association of those who were un- 
fortunate enough to have lost their nasal or- 
gan, that highly useful as well as ornamental 
member of the human face, 

Clubs, notably tavern clubs, flourished in 
Engiand. especially during the time of the 
Spectator and the periads just before and

Thus, the famous Thirteen 
club combats superstition, especially as exem. 
plified in the “‘thirteen ”’ fancy. 

Among Germans, clubs—or vereine, as 
they call them—are simply innumerable. To 
the Germans, club life (vereinsleben) seems 
to be an absolute necessity. They don’t 
usually go into speciaities, however. their 
clubs exist for the avow 5 5 ot afford - 
ing social intercourse, wi all that that im- 
plies—balls, picnics, excursions, and the 
solemn kommers on special occasions, 
And this is, of course, after all, the 
object and purpose of their many singing s- 


cieties, which are the natural outcome of the 


German’s inborn love for music. In these 
clubs, as a rule, we find, above all. Geméth- 
lichkeit, that form of sociability for which 
we hardly have a . — synonymous term 
in English. The Germans have an appro 
priate saying:

There are forty miles of street-car lines 
operated in this city and to the various sub- 
urbs; also a telephone service covering the 
same distance, and four separate telegraph 
lines connect the city with the outside world.

Guadalajara is undoubtedly the healthiest 
city in Mexico, its death rate being only about 
4 per cent per annum, and this condition exists 
by reason of a uniform temperature brought 
about by a¥latitude of 25 degrees and an alti- 
tude of 5,140 feet, or nearly one mile.

THE UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE. 


English Growing to Be the Choice of Civil- 
ized Nations. 

Leisure Hours: In a conversation with Dr. 
Dollinger shortly before His last illness Prof. 
True of tie Rochester University, New En- 
gland, reports that the venerable doctor spoke 
with much anxiety about the tone of modern 
English literature. He explained his anxiety 
by expressing his belief that at no distant 
time the English tongue would be preémi- 
nently the language of all civilized nations. 
The greatest works of English literature were 
worthy of being ever popular. From a Ger- 
man this opinion about the spread of the En- 
glish tongue was full of interest. 

It is computed that at the opening of the 
present century there were atout 21,000,000 
people who spoke the English tongue. The 
French-speaking people at that time num- 
bered about 31,500,000, and the Germans ex- 
ceeded 80,000,000. The Russian tongue was 
spoken by nearly 31,000,000, and the Spanish 
by more than 26,000,000. Even the Italians 
had three-fourths as large a constituency as 
the English, and the Portuguese three- 
eighths. Of the 162,000,000 people or there- 
abouts who are estimated to have been using 
these seven languages in the year 1801, the 
English speakers were less than 13 per cent, 
while the Spanish were 16, the Germans 18.4, 
the Russians 18.9, and the Frenen 19.6. This

we fouud to be good the entire distance to the 
Half-Way House, now in the course of con- 
struction. We rode past ohia-lehna, oa, 
kukui, and mamani trees, 

And so we journeyed on toward the cause of 
earthquake shocks, terrificexplosions, and open 
fissures, all in the honor of Madame Pele.“ 
We rode through a forest of wonders. It is a 
perfect fairy lanc. The yellow flowers of the 
mamani tree and the feathery blossoms of 
the ohia-lehua brighten the variety with which 
the forests abound. Birds add their musical 
voices to scene of enchantment. This is 
really the home of the tree-fern known as the 

ulu, and also, last but not least, the world- 
amous iver naa —— from which be 
stripping utifa rations are obtain 
This road led through this forest for a dis- 
tance of ten miles, 

So imperceptible is the ascent that one can 
hardly realize that upon our arrival at the 
Voicano House we are 4,040 feet above the 
level of the sea. Looking down on our left 
we could see the vast crater wherein heavy 
clouds were rismg from many points, and 
through all this steam and mist the lava fires 
belched forth with suggestions of the place 
Ingersoll does not believe in, and from fissures 
and cracks and sulphur banks steam and 
smoke came up with all the energy of the 
iron foundries of the world: The manager, 
Peter Lee, bade us a hearty welcome, and 
after a change to dry clothing and a good 
toasting of shitis and getting the blood in cir-- 
culation dinner was announced, and it was 
done ample justice.

How They Drove Along the Highways@ft 
California and Nevada in the Days Be- 
fore Railroads Had Penetrated the Sier- 
ras—* Baldy” Green's Famous Passen- 
gers—“ Datch” John's Last Drive— When 
Gen, Grant “Held the Ribbons”— 
“Cherokee Bill” and the Preacher. 

‘The ivers of California and Nevada 
twenty-five and thirty years ago were un- 
doubtedly the best liked, if not, indeed, the 
most highly honored, fellows on the Pacific 

coast. The man who held thé ribbons ove? a 

six-horse team on. the summits of the Sierra 

in those picturesque days was more highly es- 
teemed than the millionaire or the statesman 
who rode behind him. He was often a hail 
fellow well met, but he was the autocrat of the 
road at all times. His orders were obeyed 
with the greatest alacrity and he was 
always the first to be saluted by 
the wayfarer, fhe hostier, the Postmaster, 
and the man at the door of the wayside inn. 


. | 
„ APACHES, APACHES, APACHES.”’ 


He was generally an American, and in most 
cases had either driven in New York, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Tennessee, Texas, New Hamp- 
shire, or Maine. Allornearly all had been 
through grammar or higher schools, and a 
majority of them had pronounced opinions on 
politics and theology and could converse 
rationally on almost all ordinary subjects. 
There were those who were married and 
those who were not. But all were gentlemanly 
and accommodating and favorites with the 
women, few of whom they addressed except 
by their christian names, while the plump 16- 
year-olds they would tap familiarly under the 
chins, Some of these Jehus were young and 
green in the service, but the majority. were 
grim and gray and professionally artistic. 
There were those who never indulged in liquor 
or wines of any kind; there were those who 
occasionally “ spreed it, and there were those 
who could not Keep their teams on the grades 
unless they took a “couple of fingers” at 
every inn and joined the “outside trav- 
eler’’ moderately often between changes.“ 
No person ever gave 4 California stage-driver 
a small ‘com; as one would a porter or a wait- 
er; but anice slouch hat, a fine pair of boots, 
a pair of gloves, silk handkerchiefs, or good 
cigars were always acceptable. These old- 
time drivers all dressed in good taste. Their 
clothes were generally of the best cloths, 
made to order; their boots and gauntlets fine 
fitting and of good pattern, and their hats of 
a cream-white, haif stiff and half slouch. 
Most of them used tobacco in various forms. 
Many of them were perfect Apollos. Few 
were profane or at all @isrespectful or disa- 
greéable in * presence of women. 

For many fears Baldy' Greene was a fa- 
vorite driver in the Sierra, but in 1866, and for 
a long time afterward, he drove out of Vir- 
ginia City, Nev., on the Austin drive as far as 
Big Ned’s, seventy-five miles from Virginia. 
He was nearly six feet in height and propor- 
tionately built and was altogether as handsome 
a man as one would wish to meet. His eye 
was large and lustrous’ and begutiful. His 
mustache was perfect. He could wear a No.7 
boot and he had a hand like a woman's. 
There was a sparseness of hair on his head 
and he was knowa as Baldy in conse- 
quence. To have addressed him as Mr. 
Greene would have been as totally out of 

lace as it would be to address Mrs. Isabella 

cher Hooker as Birdie. 

He once drove Ben Holladay and the writer 
from Virginia City 20 Austin, 185 miles, in 
seventeen hours. He also let himself ‘out 
twenty-seven years ago upon Mr. Colfax ana 
party between Big Ned's and Virginia City, 
putting them over the road on one occasion 
forty-five miles in four hours.’ He was fond

with exceeding regularity. Asa judge of that

‘“* Baldy’ had whipe and canes and gloves 
and hats given him by Colfax, Richardson, 
Bross, Bowler, Fitg#ugh Ludlow, Judge Car- 
ter, Hepworth Dixon, Capt. Burton, Brigham 
Young Jr., Ned Adams, John McCullough, 
Setchell, Senator Sharon, Fair, Stewart, and 
Nye, Tom Fitch, ‘“‘Artemus Ward,“ and 
Jerome Leland. He had driven Forrest, 
Booth, Bill Goodail, the Western Sisters, 
Susan and Kate Denin, Billy Birch, Ben Cot- 
ton, Sher Campbell, Jerry Bryant, Barry 
Sullivan, Star King, Talmage, Bishop Kip, 
Horace Greeley, ** Lankee Sullivan, John C. 
Heenan, Barrett, and scores upon scores of 
eminent ayia and women representing all 
professions and pursuits. ‘“* Artemus Ward,“ 
said Baldy, “* was the funniest man I ever had 
on the seat with me, aud Ned Adams the 
jolliest. We sang and drank and told stories 
and laughed all the way. Those times will 
never come again. 

“Dutch” John (whose real name was John 
Lance) was one of the best long-distance 
drivers on, the frontier. He could not send a 

ay team around the curves of the Sierra or. 
toast Range grades like Baldy’’ Greene, 
„Hank Monk, Charlie Foss, or Buffalo 
Jim. But he could mount a mud-wagon, or a 
buck- board, ora jerky, and drive over the 
Mojave, or Colorado, gr Arizona desert for 
twenty-four hours without a growl for a drink. 
He once told me that he had driven 138 miles 
in thirty-six hours, and in fifty minutes after- 
ward had turned right around and driven back 
the saine distance. Lance was killed by 
Apaches near Wickenburg, Ari., Nov. 4, 1871. 
He had seven passengers with him, two of 
whom were on the outside, one of the latter 
being Fred W. Loring, the brilliant young 
author of Boston, whose death created a pro- 
found sensation in literary circles at the time

zor did not drink at all, and only sm@ked the 


best of cigars. How many people there are in 
the United States who have presented Alfred 
with fine gloves, gauntiets, and cigars can 
never be known. He ‘would drive the entire 
distance from Wawona to Inspiration Point, 
sometimes, without uttering a word or relax-

ing a feature. But if he had a jolly crowd be- 
hind him he would watch his team carefully, 
but listen radiantly to the jokes and stories 
and conundrums and conversation of those in 
his charge, The last time I saw Alfred I was 
a Yosemite Com missioner, and went over the 
mountains with him alone. He had on a new 
pair of gauntlets sent him by Senator Mor- 
gan of Alabama and used a fine whig pre- 
sented him by Mrs. Langt He said me 
that he had never permit but one man to 
take the reins from him in his life, and that 
was President Grant. The General drove 
nearly all the way to Inspijyation 
said Alfred, and lighted at 
least four cigars. He took: in 
everything along the road, and made all the 
turus as perfectly as an old driver. I had a 
fine crowd that day—the Gen. and Mrs. Grant 
and Ulysses Jr.; Mr. Young, who has since 
been Minister to China; and there were Miss 
Jennie Flood. the only daughterof the wealthy 
bonanza men, who was jilted by young Grant. 
Miss Dora Miller, the only daughter of Sena- 
tor Miller, who is now the wife of an officer of 
the navy; Miss Flora Sharon, one of the 
daughters of Senator Shaton; who afterwards 
married Sir Thomas Hesketh of England. 
Miss Sharon was the prettiest girl I ever car- 
ried into the valley and Mrs. Langtry the most 
beautiful and most agreeable woman. I have 
received nice presents from all the members 
of the Grant party. The General himself 
gave mé a silvér-mounted cigar- case contain- 
ing eight cigars, and the girls sent me gioves 
and candy.”’ 

Aug. 17, 1878, I rode over one of the sum- 
mits of the Sierra from Quincy, Plumas 
County, to Oreville, Butte County, upon the 
seat with Cherokee Bill.“ This driver was 
not an Indian, but a regular Buckeye from 
the Western Reserve. But, all the same, he 
was called “Cherokee Bill.“ He was a gtout, 
clumsily-put-together creature, with ‘stub 
beard, and drove a four-horse mud wagon. 
He was rather more morose-looking and slov- 
enly in his dress than most Sierra drivers, be- 
ing clad in overalls and woolen shirt, but 
wearing good gloves and the regulation: hat. 
I was the only passenger except an old clérgy- 
men, who occupied the middle seas on 
the inside. We left Quincy at 6 in 
the morning, with not a cloud in 
the sky. At 10 the entire heavens were 
overcast, if begau to sprinkle. and distant 
mutterings of thunder could be heard. At 11 
o’clock, when within a tnousand feet of the 
summit, we encountered the full violeneg of 
the storm. I had never seen lightning, thun- 
der, and rain to excel it. The rain descenfled, 
not in torrents, but in shafts; the lightnings 
Hashed almost incessantly all around, and the 
thunders assumed one awful continuous rpar 
with now and then a crash which resembled 
the fall of a hunired or more of the most 
noble taxodiums of the forest. Isaid to Bill, 
although I was already completely drenghed: 
1 guess I'll crawl inside.“ No!“ he re- 
plied: you don’t want to get in with that 
thing inside; he refused to bury my poor boy 
a few months ago because he hadn’t 
been baptized. I wish one of these pines 
would strike him deage He's one of those old 
duffers who believes or pretends that he be- 
lieves that lots of our babies come into the 
world to be damned, and claims that it is 
wicked to bury a fellow-being if he hasn't 
been baptized by some lecherous old preacher 
like Kalloch, I'd like to run hin off into the 
cafion.”’ 3 

We reached the summit at 12 o’clock, and 
here asight presented itself such as I had 
never seen before and have never witnessed 
since. The storm had spent itself upon the 
summit and had been swept into the stupend- 
ous chasms surrounding, with all of its celes- 
tial pyrotechnics and deafening artillery; and 

rom a suuny elevation 7,000 feet in the air. 
we could behold the jubilee of elements be- 
low. I saw Hooker’s fight in and abcve 
the clouds on Lookout Mountain, at the 
commencement of the Atlanta campaign, 
and I was reininded of that memorable epi- 
sode by the sight before me, except that. with 
the exception of the din of small arms and 
the infernally-demoralizing Rebel yell,“ the 
roar of heaven’s artillery in the Sierra that 
17th day of August was like that of 10,000 bat- 
ties in the clouds.

Bill was ferocious, and replied: I'm listeh- 
ing to the salute the Almighty is firing over 
my poor boy’s grave. The preacher said to 
more, and I told Bill to drive on, which he 
did, but quictly said to me: Do you think 
that preacher would ask for my certificate of 
baptism if he had a chance to bury me? Not 
much.“ .

Hank Monk, who was no slouch of a

CONQUERORS OF THE FRENCH CONGO. 


An African Tribe that Numbers Millions 
and Fought Its Way to the Sea. 

New York Sun: The French Congo coun- 
try is five times thé size of France. It is be- 
lieved that it contains 8,000,000 people and 
more than half of them are Pahouins, as De 
Brazza calls them, or Fans, as Du Chaillu 
made them known. Those who know them 
best say their name is properly Fangs, They 
are by far the most remarkable people in 
West Africa. 


The Fangs lord it over every. people they 
meet, Years ago they swoopeddown upon the 
coast natives from the interior just as the 
hordes of barbarians invaded Western Europe. 
They are among the greatest cannibals in ex- 
istence. One of the most careful studies made 
of the Fangs 1s that of the Rev. P. Lejeune, a 
missionary, who has lived among them for 
some years. In most books and records they 
are referred to as the Pahouins. This, how. 
ever, is the name applied to them by their ene- 
mies. The word Pahouin is synohymous 
with savage or thief, and 1s pérhaps a fitting 
designation of the race of cannibals. who in- 
vaded ail the valleys of the Gaboon territory. 

The single tribe of the Betsi Fangs, accord- 
ing to De Brazza, numbers over 2,000,000 
souls. Their most important villages are 
from three to ten miles back from the rivers. 
Father Lejeune estimates that —_ the 
Ogowe River from Lambarene to Ndyole 
there are 200,000 Fangs. But all the 
rivers forming a network through the 
country are in ion of this 
race. They are divided into three princi- 
pal tribes, whose dialects differ widely from 
one another. It is easy to see, however, that 
their languages came not long ago from a 
common source, and that the emigration of 
large bodies of the great tribe produced 
marked dialectie differences. 

There are very few whites who know any- 
thing of their langu The difficulty of its 
construction, the indistinctness with which it 
is pronounced, the nasal tone in which the 
words are uttered, and the excessive swiftness 
of speech of the Fangs have discouraged most 
white men who have tried to master the lan- 
guage. A small dictionary of their tongue,

He says he found the task difficult, and 
frequently was on the 5 * of abandoning it 
in despair. He cou nd no interpreter 
among them who could translate their speech 
or his owu. The Fangs would not take him 
seriously and gave him much misinformation. 
Finally he found some Fang children who 
had taken ee § in white factories along the 
Ogowe and had learned the Mpongue lau- 
guage. The priest obtained a large vocabu- 
lary from these children. . 

The adult Fangs decline to learn any other 
language. if they engage in trade they s 
Fang. If they have any controversy with an- 
other tribe they will discuss the merits of the 
case only in the Fang tongue. It is absolutely 
necessary for missionaries and merchants and 
even other negro tribes, if they are to make 
headway and get on with the Fangs, to learn 
their language. The commerce of Gaboon is 
in their hands. They alone supply ivory to 
white traders. If a merchant understands 
their language business is speedily transacted. 
If he talks through an interpreter it sometimes 
takes days to complete a sale. 

The Fangs have a saying that “the Fang is 
he who kills the elephant; the white man is an 
elephant.“ which is their way of saying that 
the white man is ruther stupid. This expresses 
their opinion of many of the traders and mis- 
sionaries they meet. A German trader living 
at Lambarene, on the Ogowe River, some 

years ago began to study the Fang l „ 

ow nearly all the Fang rubber ivory 
dealers flock to him, and he controls the 
larger part of the trade, to the great disad- 
vantage of merchants who have not his attain- 


ments. 

Other tribes try to conceal the fact that the 
are cannibals. The Fangs are proud of it. If 
one asks them why they have left the land of 
their fathers and invaded this region near the 
sea, they simply reply, We came here to 
eat. Yet they believe in a God who governs all 
things. They believe that thieves and assas- 
sins are punished in eternal fire. They have 
made some progress in the forging of iron, but 
are not nearly so advanced in their arts as 
many less active, acute, and powerful tribes. 
They are constantly engaged in war with 
ir own people or 
with the tribes among whom they have in- 
truded. They are satisfied with nothing else 
than complete mastery of the — They eat 
their prisoners, men who are killed in battle, 
unfortunates whom they catch straggling in 
the woods, and boatmen of tribes with whom 
they are at war. 

But the most of the soldiers now employed 
by the French Government in their Congo 
possessions are Fangs. They have proven 
themselves brave and easily disciplin The 
government is enlisting a large num- 
ber of them to man the various sta- 
tions. They form the most of the es- 
eort of every French explori party. 
Quite a number of them were killed in 
the unfortunate Crampel expedition. Canni- 
bals themselves, they were eaten by the canni- 
bals who killed the French officer, Musy, on 
the Mobangi. They fought bravely in France’s 
recent war against the Amazons of Dahomey. 
Father Lajeune believes the Fangs are capab 
of civilization and that they will be found 
most useful allies of the French in West Af- 
rica. Several hundred Fang children are now 
learning French in the missionary schools,

The Small Packers Affirm Their Intention of 
Golig to the New Stotk-Yards Circle, 

The Stickney situation is considered by 
many real-estate men to contain the same ele- 
ments of uncertainty that it contained a year 
ago. The packers claim almost without ex- 
ception that a stock-yard system is to be lo- 
cated in the Stickney circle. A few of the 
wary real-estate brokers, who have a distinct 
remembrance of the Tollestun movement, re- 
fuse to believe the action of the small packers 
in purchasing the Stickney lands as conclusive 
evidence that a stock-yards system will be es- 
tablished in the Town of Lyons. The packers 
who are interested in the Stickney lands are 
ynanimous in.their assertions that the Stick- 
ney. yards will be a reality in the near future. 

“What is known as the small packers will 
undoubtedly goto Stickney, said W. H. Si 
berhorn. We have all put our money into 
the purchase of the land and all feel satisfied 
that the project is perfectly feasible. The 
only thing that is keeping us back is the dif- 
ficulty in regard to the 1 and 
some trouble in regard to rai connec- 
tions. It is meeeseary that some such system 
as is proposed at Stickney be adopted if we 
woul keep the packing interests in Chicago 
or in Cook County. e have outgrown the 
present vards, the restrictions have 
been such that the Stickney movement is 
necessary asameans of self-defense. I be- 
lie ve that the packers will go to Stickney soon, 
regardless of the outcome of the suits brought 

ainst the New Jersey Stock- Yards company. 
— suits were brought by shareholders who 
were not satisfied with the action of the of- 
ficers of the company in giving something like 
$3,000,000 to the big packers without any con- 
sideration.” 

‘Mr. Underwood admitted that there was a

I cannot see that the outcome of these suits 
will in any way affect the decision of the pack- 
ers in regard to the Stickney matter. The 
Stickney project is perfectly feasible and the 
purchase has actually been made. The rail- 
roads soem to favor the territory to she south- 
west of the city and I have no doubt that 
yards will be established within the Stickney 
circle as Boon as idle.“

said John C. Hately. “Every one of the small 


| packers has contributed to the purchase of 


the Stickney lands, and 1 for one believe that 
the yards will be established within a year. 
The only thing we are waiting for is the con- 
solidation of the Belt railway and the Chi- 
cago Union Transfer system.“ 

‘There is no unusual delay,” said Supt. 
Washburn. “ We are drawing up our plans 
and are arranging for a sewer system through 
the pi to be occupied by pens and yards.
